COLLECTOR RACE 


Louis county grew hotter yes- 
terday with charges and denials | 
that a bill pending before the | 
county council was aimed at | 
discouraging the candidacy of | 
Roger G. Larson, operator of a 
private tax collection agency. | 


Larson, who is making his | 
first campaign for county pub- 
lic office, contended that 
the proposed bill was “engi- 
neered” by his principal oppo- 
nent for the nomination, Ralph 
L. Devereaux, chairman of the 
county Democratic Central 
Committee. 


Devereaux denied any con- 
nection with the pending meas- 
ure. Devereaux, a. veteran 
Democratic leader, has en- 
countered strong opposition to 
his bid for the nomination and 
has lost the support of at least 
two Democratic clubs to Lar- 
son. 


The Larson - Devereaux 
squabble erupted amid reports 
of increasing dissatisfaction 
among some Democrats. Intra- 
party bickering has developed 
over the fact that Devereaux 
and three other Democrats are 
seeking nomination to cousty- 
wide offices as well as re-elec- 
tion to the party’s central com- 
mittee in thé Aug. 5 primary 
election. Critics feel commit- 
tee members should tend to 
party matters and not seek 
county-wide office. 


What Bill Proposes. 


Larson directed his criticism 
at a proposed ordinance that 
would authorize the county to 
serve as a tax collection agency 
for county municipalities. The 
bill, however, was described 
as a meritorious one by a num- 
ber of county officials, who 
said it would simplify tax col- 
lection procedures. 


“The proposed ordinance has 
all the implications of being 
aimed at me and my business 
as well as my candidacy,” Lar- 
son asserted. He operates the 
City & Village Tax office, a 
private firm at 25 South Bemis- 
ton avenue, Clayton, that 
handles tax collections and 
some other functions for 59 
county municipalities. 

Larson said he felt the bill 
was unworkable. It would in- | 
crease costs of collecting muni- 
cipal taxes and complicate the 
procedure, he stated. 


Charles A. Robinson, cam- 
paign manager for Larson, 
noted the bill was introdueed 
in the council July 2. “The 
timing clearly indicates this 
was strictly a _ political ma- 
neuver aimed at putting pres- 
sure on Larson,” he added, 


Denial by Devereaux. 


Devereaux disputed this as- 
sertion, declaring: “If there is 
any pressure on Larson, I! 
know nothing about it.” 


He added that he was un- | 
aware the collection plan was | 
being considered by the coun- 
cil “until someone called my 
attention to the fact that this 
bill had been introduced.” 


He acknowledged that he is 
friendly with Councilman 
Thomas C. Dunne( Dem.), First 
d‘strict, the original sponsor of 
the proposal. Devereaux said, 
however, he had not discussed 
the bill with Dunne and did 
not know how it originated. 


County officials said the bill 
stemmed from a request by 
Berkeley officials that the 
county consider collecting taxes 
for the municipality, Berkeley 
put its request before Dunne 
June 4 after some prior dis- 
cussion with other county of- 
ficials, it was said. 

On the same day the council 
‘directed County Counselor Wil- 
liam B. Kline and Donald E. 
Lasater, executive secretary of 
the council, to study the mat- 
ter. 


Preliminary Appréval. 


Kline said the pending ordi- 
nance subsequently was draft- 


ed by his office. At Dunne’s | 


request, the six other members 
of the council joined in spon- 
soring the bill.

Izvestia Tries to Explain Soviet 


Arms in Lebaaon.

MOSCOW, July 12 —Izvestia 
sought to explain today reports 
that Soviet weapons had been 
found in possession of anti- 
government rebels in Lebanon. 

The Soviet government 
newspaper, in a lengthy arti- 
cle, said that talk of “secret 
delivery of Russian weapons” 
to rebels across the Syrian 
border was “beneath criti- 
eism.” 


The real inside story, Iz- 
vestia said, was that Soviet 
weapons remained on the ter- 
ritory of Germany after the 
last war and that the United 
States has just taken them 
from warehouses and given 
them to the Lebanese govern- 
ment troops from whom the 
rebels took them. 


The newspaper also said Is- 
rael captured Soviet arms from 
the Egyptians in the Sinai 
campaign and had turned them 
over to Lebanon. It was be- 
lieved Izvestia was the first 
newspaper to state that Israel 
had a military aid program of 
sending weapons to a neigh- 
boring Arab state.

HONG KONG, July 12 — 
Communist China is recon- 
structing and modernizing the 
ancient Grand Canal, the 1200- 
mile waterway linking Peiping 
with the Yangtse valley. 

Only parts of the route are 
now in use. The program, ac- 
cording to announcements from. 
Peiping calls for deepening 
and widening the canal and re- 
opening it to navigation all the 
way from Peiping te Hang- 
chow. 

A vast amount of excavation 
will be required, particularly 
in Shantung, where stretches of 
the waterway have silted up 
level with the sandy plain. 
Docks and other port facilities 
will be built at major stops 
along the canal. The recon- 
struction is scheduled for com- 
pletion by 1962. 

The canal either crosses or 
ties in with five navigable 
rivers, including the Yellow 
river and Yangtse. When -re-

“code of ethics” for Govern- 
ment officials yesterday and 
quickly passed it without a 
word of debate.

“Never discriminate unfairly 
by the dispensing of special 
favors or privileges to anyone, 
whether for remuneration or 
not; and never accept, for him- 
self or his family, favors or 
benefits under circumstances 
which might be construed by 
reasonable persons as influenc- 
ing the performance of his gov- 
ernmental duties.”

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Warns of Transfer Tax 
On Sale of Real Estate; 
Cites European Plight 


One of the most serious barriers to widespread home and 
property ownership in the United States would be the emula- 
tion of the European practice of imposing a heavy transfer 
tax on the sale of real estate, H. Walter Graves, Philadelphia, 
president of the National Association of Real Estate Boards, 
warned at a meeting in Vermont last Friday. 

“Yet this economic albatross is being nurtured in my own 
State of Pennsylvania which has introduced a transfer tax on 


real property,” he noted. 


Graves, who just returned 
from a study tour of western 
European real estate condi- 
tions with 70 other realtors, 
told the New England Realtors’ 
Convention that southern 
European countries levy a real 
estate transfer tax that ranges 
from 11 to 25 per cent of the 


property's value. 


“If the sale of every $12,000 
house in the United States in- 
volved a tax of $3000 on the 
transfer, there would be few 
buyers,” the N.A.R.E.B. exec- 
utive observed. 


“It would be difficult to con- 
ceive of a more effective means 
of bringing stagnation to our 
real estate economy which we 
are now realistically depending 
on to lead the way out of 
economic recession. Results of 
the tax in Europe show that 
its ultimate effect is to re- 
strict, not widen, the real es- 
tate tax resources of the gov- 
ernment.” 


Another Serious Deterrent. 

Graves said that another 
“serious deterrent” to property 
ownership in southern Europe 
is the practice of selling tax 
rolls at auction to institutions 
or individuals who will buy 
them by bidding a percentage 
of value for them. 


“A successful private bidder 
may offer 90 per cent of face 
value for tax obligations, but 
apparently is free to collect 
from the taxpayer whatever he 
can extract, even more than 
100 per cent,” he reported. 

“Thus, the actual tax paid by 
the taxpayer is directly depen- 
dent upon his skill in negoti- 
ating with the private holder of 
his tax bill. This, uwnderstand- 
ably, is enough to discourage 
the average citizen, who has 
no desire for long and involved 
tax negotiation, from seeking 
property, ownership.” 

Whatever the contrasts be- 
tween Europe and the United 
States in the pattern of housing 
typical families, the Philadel- 
phia realtor told his audience, 
“there is a close relationship 
between economic trends on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Our 
policies relating to money, 
prices, and production have 
their European effects.” 
Questioned About Recession. 

Recalling that his group was 
asked “the most earnest and 


of Europe, Graves said that, if 
asked the same questions to- 
day, he would explain “it 
seems fairly clear that we 
have reached the bottom of the 
recession and have begun the 
ascent to better economic con- 
ditions.” 

He cited, in support of this 
conclusion, the recent upward 
movement in production, em- 
ployment, incomes and expan- 
sion in bank credit. He ob- 
served that the tight money 
policy “that slowed our busi- 
ness last year does not seem 
poised for an early return, as 
rumored in some quarters. 

“On the contrary,” he add-

It is little wonder that lawns 
are so fine and green and that 
flower gardens and rose beds 
remain decked with blooms. 
Succulent rows of vegetables 
are almost as decorative as 
flowers. And weeds, of course, 
just grow like Topsy. 

Taking advantage of this 
favorable summer planting sea- 
son, we have been moving and 
rearranging some of the plants 
in our own garden. We haven't 
tried to move large evergreens, 
of course, but we have trans- 
planted small hollies, yews and 
boxwoods, along with many 
types of euonymus. 


At this season, it is so easy 
to make new plant beds. Heavy 
soils that were so tough and 
stubborn last spring are now 
manageable and clods break up 
nicely. Nevertheless, we “con- 
dition” the soil in each new 
bed, digging in quantities of 
organic matter, such as partly 
rotted compost and _ leaves, 
rotted sawdust and granulated 
peat. 


The surface of the beds is 
then covered with an inch or 
two of perlite, and about four 
pounds of chemical fertilizer 
per 100 square feet. 

We work these materials 
into the soil with a rotary til- 
ler, which is far more efficient 
than spading and saves ever 
so much work. However, until 
recent years we did a pretty 
good job with a spading fork. 

It is possible to “condition” 
a bed with sawdust, provided 
one cup of balanced fertilizer 
is added for each bushel of 
sawdust. This extra supply of 
fertilizer is needed to provide 
abundant nitrogen for the soil 
bacteria that will “process” the 
sawdust. When bacteria are 
kept on skimpy rations, they 
take the food from the plants

McDonnell

For Research, 


Construction of a new re- 
search laboratory and offices 
for the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corporation in Berkeley has 
recently been completed by 
Fruin-Conlon Construction Co., 
engineers and _ constructors. 
The building, which includes 
60,000 square feet of office 
space and 120,000 square feet 
of laboratory area, is in the 
vicinity of Brown road and 
the Wabash Railroad tracks. 


The 300 by 400-foot main 
hanger structure is of structur- 
al steel, with a five-foot high 
brick breastwall and insulated 
metal panels enclosing three 
sides. One corner of the build- 
ing consists of a four-foot 
thick slab, approximately 150 
by 100 feet with embedded 
steel grillage beams, which will 
be used in static tests on air- 
craft. There are two columns 
which can be hoisted up to 
the trusses to facilitate the 
movement of equipment on 
and off the slab. 


The office area consists of 
a two-story, concrete structure 
with a concrete roof slab de- 
signed to serve as a future 
third floor. The main exterior 
wall is of enameled, insulated 
panels. The other walls are 
of glazed brick. 


Entrance lobby is below the 
exterior grade and three feet 
lower than the first floor. It 
is paneled with dark-red ma- 
hogany and has _ acoustical 
plaster ceiling. There is a red- 
wood, suspended canopy be- 
tween entrance and vestibule. 


The office area which is air 
conditioned, is divided with 
masonry and movable metal 
partitions.

National Democrats are shrewdly hold- 
ing their fire, partly because of the 
danger of reviving memories of gifts of 
deep freezes, mink coats, free hotel ac- 
commodations and White House interces- 
sions at the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
This has not prevented a few irrepress- 
ibles from needling their political rivals 
by calling attention to the gifts President 
Eisenhower has received and commenting 
sardonically on the President's emphasis

Mr. Eisenhower's admission that 
Adams is indispensable to him enabled 
former President Truman to say on his 
return from Europe this week that the 
Government “would be in a bad fix” if 
Adams left because “he’s running it, 
you know.” That is typical of the use 
of the Adams issue to strike at Mr. 
Eisenhower and the Republican Admin- 
istration. 


Whether he likes it or not, President 
Eisenhower is likely to have repeated op- 
portunities to tell his news conferences 
whether he has changed his mind about 
retaining Adams. At the session last 
week, he gave an equivocal answer when 
a reporter inquired whether he had re- 
considered his decision to keep his No, 1 
assistant, 

Altbough the President undoubtedly 
had been informed by his staff that such 
a question was inevitable, he replied that 
the statement he had made two weeks 
before was “no more and no less an ex- 
pression of my conviction at that time.” 

Many reporters, editors and readers 
interpreted this as indicating Mr. Eisen- 
hower had an open mind about Adams 
and might, indeed, be thinking . about 
letting him go. This confusion required 
an explanation from White House Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty that the 
President meant that he still stood on 
his earlier statement that although Adams 
had been “imprudent” in interceding with 
federal agencies in Goldfine’s behalf, 
Adams's honesty and integrity were un- 
challenged and he needed him. 

At his press conference, the President 
is almost ‘certain to be asked again 
whether he will retain Adams. Two other 


‘questions are equally pertinent at this 


time: 


1, What action, if any, will be taken 
against the two White House stenog- 
raphers, one attached to Adams’s office, 
the other to the office of Thomas E. 
Stephens, appointments secretary, who 
received modest Christmas checks from 
Goldfine? 

2. Will the tax returns of Goldfine 
and his companies be made available to 
the Oversight subcommittee or will the 
White House direct the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau to inquire whether Gold- 
fine deducted the cost of gifts and the 
hotel accommodations for Adams and 
other Government officials and em- 
ployes as a business expense?

One Democrat’s Misgivings 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Barring wholly unforeseen de- 
velopments, it appears likely that 
the November elections will sub-. 
stantially increase the Democratic 
majorities in both Houses of Con- 
gress. As a citizen of the United 
States and of the world, this Dem- 
ocrat views the prospect with 
some misgivings. 

A Democratic victory at the 
polis this autumn will not be an 
expression of confidence in the 
Democratic party so much as 

‘an expression of fully warranted 
disillusionment with the incum- 
bent Administration. 

Yet this Administration will re- 
main in office for another two 
years, during which it will have 
to deal, or fail to deal, with an 
ever more explosive state of 
world affairs. The weaker its po- 
sition in Congress, the more all- 
pervasive will become its already 
dangerous paralysis. 


This would not necessarily be 
the case, if the Democratic lead- 
ership in and out of Congréss 
stood for constructive alterna- 
tives to the sterile immobilism of 
the Republican Administration.

Unfortunately, such is not the 
case. A handful of individual Sen- 
ators — such as Humphrey, Ful- 
bright, Morse, Kennedy, Spark- 
man and Monroney—have put for- 
ward and worked hard for im- 
portant elements of an alterna- 
tive foreign policy. Similar good 
work has been done bv a group 
of young Democrats in the House, 
led by Congressman Henry Reuss 
of Wisconsin. But these men ure 
mavericks in their party. 

Under the leadership of Lyndon 
Johnson in the Senate and Sam 
Rayburn in the House, the bulk 
of the Democratic opposition in 
the Congress has, broadly speak- 
ing, taken a_ position which 
amounts to saying: “We'd do the 
same thing, only we'd do it bet- 
ter.” The emphasis has been upon 
criticism of execution, not upon 
the conception of national policy. 


Clearly, this attitude derives in 
part from a reluctance to dis- 
agree with policies originated by 
the Truman Administration. Yet 
one need not share this observer's 
view that parts of the Truman 
policy were ill-conceived from the 
start, in order to recognize that, 
no matter how wise these poli- 
cies may have been when initiated, 
they are now obsolete and irrele- 
vant. 

* * . 

The Democratic Advisory Com- 
mittee was formed presumably as 
a counterfoil to the politically 
astute but unimaginative and un- 
creative Johnson-Rayburn leader- 
ship. But this distinguished group 
of Democratic leaders seems to 
have allowed former Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson to become its 
foreign policy spokesman. 

Mr. Acheson seems to feel that 
anv drastic revision of foreign 
policy, except perhaps as to China, 
would reflect upon the Truman 
Administration. There is no evi- 
dence to suggest that Mr. Acheson 
recognizes either that some of 
his own policies may have been 
ill-conceived or—assuming their 
wisdom at the time —that they 
may now be out of date. 

His recent contemptuous rejec- 
tion of George F. Kennan’s pro- 
posals for a rethinking of United 
States policy in Europe was based 
in part upon a reaffirmation of 
belief in the adequacy of a bank- 
rupvt policy. 

The plain fact is that partisan- 
ship, rather than statesmanship, 
has dominated the foreign policy 
position of the Democratic party. 
This, plus a lack of imagination 
and a lack of respect for the cre- 
ative mavericks within the party, 
has made Democratic leadership 
not only the prisoner of its own 
past mistakes but also an acces- 
sory to most of the errors com- 
mitted by the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration.

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The Push on Passports 


A drive is on in the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion and in Congress to enact a new 
law which would be worse than no law at all. 
Unless the friends of freedom to travel band 
themselves together and go on guard, this 
basic right may be set back far beyond the 
gain in the Supreme Court decision two 
weeks ago. 

In the combined Kent-Briehl-Dayton cases, 
the Supreme Court said that under the Pass- 
port Act the State Department did not have 
unlimited power to withhold passports as it 
saw fit. Under its regulations the State De- 
partment forbade the overseas travel of artist 
Rockwell Keut and scientists Briehl and Day- 
ton on the grounds that they were Commu- 
nist-connected and as travelers overseas would 
jeopardize the foreign policy of the United 
States. 

The Supreme Court majority, including 
Chief Justice Warren, said that none of these 
passport applicants had been even accused 
of a crime much less convicted of one. To 
withhold passports under thé circumstances, 
said the Court, was to overreach State De- 
partment authority.

Now the White House, the State Depart- 
ment and reactionary elements in Congress 
are combined in an effort to rush through 
legislation that would give the excessive State 
Department regulations the standing and 
force of federal law. 

President Eisenhower’s special passport 
message has been followed by a proposed 
draft of legislation from Secretary Dulles. 
This bill would use passports—or rather the 
withholding of passports—as weapons of for- 
eign policy. Under it the State Department 
could legally withhold passports not only from 
applicants considered to be “inimical to the 
security of the United States,” but also to per- 
sons whose activities were believed to “impair 
the conduct of foreign relations.” 

To put the citizen in the position of having 
to prove that his travel would not harm the 
United States is to require him to prove him- 
self innocent of an unidentified offense. Ob- 
viously it should be up to the Federal Govern- 
ment to prove him guilty. 

The proposed bill would also bar travel to 
such areas as Communist China, North Korea 
and North Viet Nam. This is bad, too. Wash- 
ington ought to be looking toward the relax- 
ing of travel instead of reaffirming the State 
Department'’s restrictions in law.

There was a great hue and cry last summer 
for legislation dealing with FBI files, follow- 
ing a Supreme Court decision a year ago. The 
impression was given out by the Justice De- 
partment that the files were about to be 
opened up to every Tom, Dick and Harry. 
This of course did not come to pass. And 
neither did the bill. 

In recent months there has been a very 
wholesome relaxation of the restrictions on 
overseas travel. For example, many Russians 
have come to the United States and many 
citizens of the United States are going to Rus- 
sia. This is of benefit to all for it brings peo- 
ples together and the peoples of the world 
want peace. 

Senators Mansfield of Montana and Ful- 
bright of Arkansas have already declared 
themselves against unlimited control of pass- 
ports by the State Department. We hope to 
see the Missouri and Illinois Senators on the 
alert also. The country should keep its eye 
on the hearings when they are held this week 
in Washington. 


Les Miserables 

In the domestic fracas occurring recently 
at the Hollywood domicile of Mr. and Mrs. 
Oscar Levant, ‘the pianist and TV monologist 
insisted, as usual, that he was the injured 
party. His wife, he said, was threatening him 
with a pair of scissors and he refused to go 
home unless supplied with an armed guard. 
Mrs. Levant, who weighs in at 115 pounds, 
ridiculed these and other charges. The trou- 
ble with Oscar, she said in effect, was that he 
seemed to feel he had a “corner on misery.” 

Without prejudging a case that may re- 
quire judicial action, one might suggest that 
a “corner on misery” may confer status like 
any other distinction. The miserable have 
certain privileges, such as an attitude of de- 
fensive truculence in directing acidulous 
words of reproof at-all.and sundry. Mr. Le- 
vant is a man of many assets but it is possible 
he may consider that chronic misery is his 
greatest. 

With these words we pass the matter to 
the psychiatrists, the social workers, the court 
of domestic relations, ASCAP, and the Ath- 
letic Commission of California. All will be 
needed if nuances of this dispute are to be 
properly judged. 


In Defense of the Capitol 

A few weeks ago Speaker Sam Rayburn said 
he hoped “the noise” against altering the east 
front of the Capitol would die down so that 
great building could offer a new face for the 
1961 presidential inauguration. But the noise 
will not die down for Speaker Rayburn or 
anyone else. 

By a vote of 225 to 49, the American Insti- 
tute of Architects has just reaffirmed its posi- 
tion that Congress should “take all necessary 
steps to restore and preserve the historic east 
front.” 

The main argument against moving the east 
front 32% feet eastward is esthetic. As the 
distinguished architect, Ralph T. Walker, re- 
cently observed in this connection, “Architec- 
ture is an emotional experience.” The Capi- 
tol’s face has been a historic emotional experi- 
ence for millions of citizens, and the long 
argument over changing it, which began a 
century ago, has been emotional indeed. 

Surely the public, which owns the Capitol, 
has a right to expect that the Congressional 
tenants prove beyond a reasonable doubt that 
this drastic move is needed. But proof has 
never come. The bill to change the east front 
was passed in 1955 as a rider to the legisla- 
tive appropriation act—passed without public 
hearings or floor debate. Now the Architect 
of the Capitol is proceeding to draw up 
specifications. 

What does Congress expect to get out of the 
$10,000,000 appropriation for changing the 
Capitol? It expects to get 45,000 square feet 
of floor space for 54 offices, two dining rooms 
and some storage and document rooms. 

Yet for the same amount of money Con- 
gress could gain nearly seven times aS much 
living space without disturbing the Capitol, 
Architect. Walker says. Writing in the Jour- 


nal of the American Institute of Architects, 


he proposes that Congress spend three of the 
10 millions for needed restoration of the east 


front, and spend the other seven millions for 
a new office building. At $25 a square foot, 
he estimates, Congress could assure itself of 
280,000 square feet of new offices. 

If Mr. Walker and his fellow architects are 
correct, both tradition and practicality argue 
for leaving the Capitol alone. And the public 
is likely to agree with the architects on an 
architectural issue, unless the Congressmen 
so eager to deface the Capitol provide a credi- 
ble reply. 


Before the Aldermen Recess 


St. Louisans may have an opportunity in 
the November election to make at least one 
major improvement in the structure of their 
city government—provided only that the Al- 
dermen move with reasonable speed to put 
the proposition on the ballot. 

Now pending in the Board is a bill that 
would submit a Charter amendment designed 
to break up the unwieldy Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare and create three new departments. 
One would be responsible for Health and Hos- 
pitals, one for Parks and Recreation and the 
third for Welfare, including activities of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians. 

This proposal is substantially the same as 
one contained in the Charter that the voters 
turned down last August. However, it is one 
of the least controversial points of that in- 
strument. The fact that it has been intro- 
duced now under sponsorship of the Board's 
leadership indicates that it is one of the 
points in the Charter that the leaders re- 
garded as meritorious. 

If so, then the Aldermen ought to act on it 
before they close up shop for the summer. 
The statutes require publication of a change 
of this nature at least 60 days prior to the 
election. This means the bill will have to be 
passed before Sept. 4. Traditionally the Al- 
dermen do not return from their summer re- 
cess until the latter part of September. 

So if they want to give the people an op- 
portunity to vote on the amendment this year 
they will have to pass the bill submitting it 


before they recess for the summer, which is © 


to say in the next week or so. 

Two other propositions that would have a 
direct bearing on this matter also are pend- 
ing, and they too ought to be disposed of in 
the next few days. One would eliminate the 
$10,000 ceiling on city salaries. St. Louis just 
cannot hire a first-class hospital director, say, 
for $10,000. 

If the people want their hospitals and other 
institutions run at maximum efficiency they 
are going to have to lift the ceiling in order 
to attract top notch administrators. As with 
all other Charter amendments, a three-fifths 
favorable majority at the polls is required 
for passage. 

The second bill would amend the Charter 
in such a way that the city could not hire out- 
siders to fill its principal jobs without consent 
of a majority of the Board of Aldermen. It 
was tossed in the hopper by Alderman Alfred 
I. Harris and represents the kind of narrow, 
parochial thinking that has characterized his 
approach to most public business of late. It 
ought to be killed in committee. 


They Decided to Keep It Secret 


Just as it appeared that light was about to 
be shed upon one of the deepest and darkest 
of Congressional secrets, a small group of 
Senators and Representatives decided to keep 
the shades drawn. In the Senate-House con- 
ference on the foreign aid bill, the Senate pro- 
posal that Congressional spending of counter- 
part funds be accounted for was killed. 

Counterpart funds are set aside by Euro- 
pean nations to match economic aid received 
from the United States. Ten per cent of it is 
available for Congressmen when they are in 
these nations on official business. No account- 
ing is necessary. The Congressman’s con- 
science is his only guide as to how he shall use 
this money. 

The last summation showed that from last 
July to last December, $312,247 was spent. 
This was three times as much as was spent 
from the funds in the entire previous year. 
The money could have been spent for just 
about anything under the sun. Not all the 
vicuna cloth is cut to measure in Washington. 

How long will it be before Congress realizes 
that until the junketeers and playboys are 
separated from the worthy travelers, all Con- 
gressmen who travel in Europe will be sus- 
pect? What remotely valid reason is there 
for failing to itemize and make public all ex- 
pense accounts for Congressional travel on 
public business? 


Lady in the Rush 

The Hudson & Manhattan is a cynical old 
railroad. It has placed perfumed club cars 
for women in service on its commuter trains 
from Newark to New York City, on the theory 
that the morning rush hour is a time when 
“ladies may prefer a respite from the pleasure 
of male companionship.” Our counter-theory 
is that the respite so thoughtfully provided 
by the Hudson & Manhattan is likely to make 
the ladies more appreciative still of the pleas- 
ure of male companionship for the rest of the 
day, and the railroad may as well pour those 
perfumed club cars back into the bottle for 
the evening rush hour. 


It Has to Be on the Map 


While everyone wonders where to put Alas- 
ka’s star in the American flag, we think the 
solution is simple. Seven rows of seven stars 
make 48 and one to grow on. But what about 
the problem of where to put Alaska on the 
map of the United States? 

The map of the Federal Union was never a 
simple thing, what with recesses for the Great 
Lakes and excesses for Texas and other pro- 
tuberances. All of this is contiguous, how- 
ever, if highly irregular. There is nothing 
contiguous about Alaska, even by itself. 

Alaska’s nearest point to the present United 
States is roughly 600 miles away. Its farthest 
point is closer to Siberia. So the question is 
how to relate Alaska to the rest of us down 
south. The only practicable solution on a map 
is to leave Alaska where it is, and forget 
Canada, which intervenes. We realize that 
Canadians protest that the United States too 
easily forgets them, but this map-making is 
purely a domestic affair. Canada must be a 
blank space. 

Hence we arrive at a map of the United 
States which depicts Alaska way up yonder 


-as the disembodied head of Uncle Sam, with 


the Aleutians for whiskers. This map is guar- 
anteed to require three times as much wall 
space or blackboard as the present one, but 
that is what happens when a nation goes about 
picking up sovereign but unattached states. 
And then, there’s always Hawaii.

Adams—the Real Issues 


Basic Ethical Requirements of Government Need to Be Clarified

The Sherman Adams controversy 
is stimulating many searching ques- 
tions about ethics and propriety in 
public office. Many are not directly 
related to the particular facts of his 
case. 


Indeed, most of them are old 
questions which have never been 
solved and would not be solvéd by 
the resignation of Adams, (I assume 
that he will go. By remaining in the 
White House he would impose a 
heavy political burden on the Re- 

publican party

Among the 
larger questions 
revived by the 
Adams case and deserving of careful 
examination are: 


1. The acceptance of gifts by the 
President. No one has seriously sug- 
gested that any President, in recent 
times at least, has been influenced 
by such gifts, whether from visiting 
chiefs of state or Prime Ministers, 
admirers and friends, people who 
want publicity, or individuals who 
merely hope for a letter of thanks 
signed by the President. 

But if it is wrong for other public 
officials to accept substantial gifts, 
what makes it right for the President 
and his wife to do so? All ceremoni- 
al gifts from foreign governments 
should, it seems to me, be regarded 
as public property to be assigned, 
when the President leaves office, to 
a museum. 

Other gifts should be passed on 
to charitable enterprises or auctioned 
off for their benefit. The donors 
would still get the publicity and the 
thanks from the Chief Executive. The 


same practices should apply to gifts 
to the Vice President. 

2. The gap in ethical requirements 
between Congress and the executive 
branch, Cabinet members usually 
must divest themselves of ownership 
in enterprises dealing with the de- 
partments which they administer. 

Senators and Representatives may 
legislate to their own financial ad- 
vantage, direct or indirect. They are 
not even required to disclose their 
investments or other business con- 
nections. Senator Neuberger has of- 
fered a bill to subject members of 
Congress to approximately the same 
conflict-of-interest code already ap- 
plying to executive appointees. 

That is a reasonable objective, al- 
though Congress will do nothing 
about it unless pressed by the pub- 
lic. At the same time, it may be de- 
sirable to modify slightly the code 
for certain executive appointees, to 
make it less difficult for the Presi- 
dent to obtain the services of goo@ 
men who cannot afford to liquidate 
their investments or sever all their 
business connections. 

3. Better ways of financing politi- 
cal campaigns, to lessen the obliga- 
tions of elected public officials to 
particular individuals and special in- 
terests. This is a familiar problem, to 
which hardly anybody claims to have 
a satisfactory answer, The movement 
to encourage small contributions by 
rank-and-file party members may 
help. And, once again, a few people 
are talking about government financ- 
ing of campaigns. 

4. Provision of adequate travel and 
other expense allowances for mem- 
bers of Congress and appointees of 
the executive branch. 

5. The pressures, direct or implied, 
on government regulatory agencies 
from Congress as well as the execu- 
tive branch. Under what circum- 
stances and in what ways is it prop- 
er for the White House, a Cabinet 
member, a Senator or Congressman 
to approach regulatory agencies? 

A few of these agencies are almost 


main 


inevitably subject to heavy political 
pressures because they give or trans- 
fer valuable rights. The only way 
to relieve these pressures may be to 
change the system of awarding the 
plums—perhaps through competitive 
public bidding. 


These are only a few of the fields 
in which higher, or at least clearer 
and more uni- 
form, standards of 
ethics are needed. 
The need has 
been illuminated 
by incidents 
month after 
month in = year 
after year. The 
more _ shocking 
disclosures often 
have led to par- 
tial reforms. 

But. there re- 
poorly charted by 
either law or custom, or with 
differing standards between the 
executive branch and Congress and 
even within the executive branch. 
The men who take the lead in laying 
down more precise guidelines would 
reap political credit. 

One of them should be the Presi- 
dent. The hapless Adams, on the 
basis of his experience, might have 
some constructive suggestions.

IV¥ COMPTON-BURNETT is 
unquestionably the most distinctive of 
all British novelists both in style and 
content. The story line is presented al- 
most entirely through dialogue. The 
background is never described, nor any 
other particulars that would definitely 
place the characters in time and space. 
Willa Cather once wrote an essay de- 
ploring the novel “de meuble” in which 
a description of draperies, Aubusson 
earpets, Duncan Phyfe tables, etc., 
sounded like an auctioneer’s inventory: 
By contrast Miss Compton-Burnett spe- 
cializes in what might be called the 
novel “demeuble.” 

Her indifference to decor and cli- 
mate is complete and certainly unusual 
but the true measure of her unique- 
ness lies in her moral neutrality. Ob- 
noxious behavior ig punished, if at all, 
by a verbal slap in the face. But as 
all her characters are continuously 
flicking one another with brittle, though 
wholly unemotional words of reproof, 
the critical situations are resolved al- 
most as easily as the minor ones. 

In “A Father and His Fate,” Miss 
Compton-Burnett’s latest novel, the fa- 
ther’s behavior is such that a normal 
family would regard it as shameful and 
unforgivable. Miles Mowbray, the fa- 
ther in question, lives with his wife and 
three daughters in an unidentified part 
of an unidentified country, presumably 
England. According to law and custom 
his estate is entailed to his nearest male 
relation, his nephew Malcolm. Young 
Malcolm meets and within three para- 
graphs becomes engaged to Verena, his 
mother’s adopted daughter. 
PRESENTLY MILES MOW- 
BRAY and his wife, Ellen, embark 
on a journey to distant parts (also un- 
specified), Several months later Miles 
returns alone and reports to his daugh- 
ters that their mother has died in a 
shipwreck. Malcolm then brings his 
fiancee to live in the Mowbray house 
where he will one day become the mas- 
ter, but Verena, somewhat impatient, 
captures the present master’s fancy 
and within a few weeks disengages her- 
self from Malcolm and becomes en- 
gaged to Miles.

FINE NEW WRITERS are com- 
ing from India today.

The bride proves to be 
submissive, sexless according to our 
ideas, a “pure Vedic flame,” a follower 
of Gandhi who -quotes the Bhagavad 
Gita on every occasion. When Cynthia 
appears on the scene the drama moves 
swiftly to a strange climax, against a 
background of carved temples, modern 
cocktail lounges in Madras, refugee 
hospital camps. Cynthia has beauty, a 
companionable mind, is unashamed of 
her love. The Hindu wife seems to 
have nothing but passive resistance. 
But, she claims, “Non-violence is force.” 
And proves surprisingly modern when 
she refuses to share hee husband with 
another woman.

When he comes out, two years later, 
he is sitting cross-legged before an 
ancient shrine thinking over his past 
and future, when a passer-by again 
takes him for a guide, a holy man. He 
asks guidance in dealing with a juvenile 
delinquent sister-in-law and Raja gives 
it. Soon the neighbors, the village, 
the whole country, even Hollywood, is 
beating a path to his door. 

In the end though when men begin to

Drama of Wolsey’s Rise and Fall 


NAKED TO MINE ENEMIES: THE LIFE OF CARDINAL 
WOLSEY, by Charles W. Ferguson. (Little, Brown, 543

FEW BIOGRAPHERS have been able to invest their 
subjects with the high drama of history or the human 
of the rise and fall of a very great man. This 

vividly dramatic chronicle of the life of Cardinal Wolsey 
reads like a novel but has the authenticity of a solid his- 
torical study. It is a work which should live long, and when 
its possibilities between hardback covers are exhausted it 
should continue to attract public attention in paperback. 

Cardinal Wolsey’s career was superlatively endowed 
with drama. By virtue of guile and intense ambition, this 
brilliant, capable cleric rose to a position of eminence and 
power rarely matched even by crowned heads. Certainly no 
other commoner in one thousand years of English history 
—wunless it be Oliver Cromwell—ever attained such heights, 

As a cardinal and papal legate of the Roman Church 
and Lord Chancellor of the English state, Wolsey ruled 
England in the name of King Henry VIII for 15 years, 
enhancing the authority of the crown by concentrating in his 
own hands both secular and clerical authority. In foreign 
affairs, during a time when France and Spain were locked 
in a duel for domination of Western Europe, this man who 
was born the son of a butcher was courted by kings and 
emperors. 
NEVERTHELESS, FOR ALL HIS POWER and 
eminence, the Cardinal was still only the creature of an 
egoistic, capricious master, Henry VIII, and within a short 
time his spectacular success story turned to dust. Wolsey 
had achieved power in essence because he succeeded in giv- 
ing the king what he wanted—military glory on the battle- 
fields of Europe, leverage as the arbiter of international 
affairs, and unquestioned authority at home. 


But the Cardinal could would not—obtain for 
Henry a judgment rendering null the king’s marriage with 
Catherine of Aragon. In consequence, despite his notable 
services, Henry not only dismissed Wolsey but, at the 
prompting of vindictive Anne Boleyn, arrested the Cardinal 
for treason. He cheated the executioner’s ax only by dying 
of a broken heart, 

The major significance, perhaps, of Ferguson’s biography 
is a clearer understanding of why Wolsey failed to obtain 
an annulment of Henry’s marriage. Previous historians have 
neglected to stress the fact that the Cardinal could have 
saved himself simply by acting upon his own authority as 
papal legate and himself declaring the marriage void, This 
power was embodied in the instructions of the Pope himself 
when he established a legatine court to investigate the 
canonical validity of the marriage. Wolsey was a member 
of the court and endowed with the authority to pass judg- 
ment. But when the opportunity came to take the matter 
into his own hands, the Cardinal remained silent and the 
court adjourned on private instructions from.the Pope who 
secretly ordered the case remanded to Rome. Henry, who 
witnessed the proceedings, stalked from the hall in a glower- 
ing rage. 


WHY DID WOLSEY, who had spent his life grasping 


for power in order to perform missions pleasing to his royal 
master, fail to seize this opportunity? The answer is given 
in the author’s words? “Through the years of his power, 
amid all the distractions of diplomacy, Wolsey had remained 
steadfast to the ideal represented by the Holy See... . The 
ideal of a kingdom above kingdoms, of a united Christen- 
dom over and beyond the state... .” For all his slavish 
loyalty to Henry, the Cardinal had still a higher loyalty. 
The Pope was, to use his own words, “the chief head” of 
Christendom, higher than a mere king, even Henry. 


Cardinal Wolsey sought to serve two masters: a king 
who represented the rising forces of nationalism and a Pope 
who represented the dying age of the universal community. 
For years he succeeded because of fortuitous diplomatic cir- 
cumstances. He labored long and well to centralize England 
in the hands of a king who increasingly voiced the new age 
of particularism; but in the end, when the two forces came 
to a -parting of the ways over the issue of the king's 
marriage, Wolsey had to make a choice, The choice he made 
sealed his doom, 

Written in a somewhat archaic style which, neverthe- 
less, only occasionally fails to maintain itself, this book is an 
able piece of work. The author’s sympathy for his subject, 
which is not common among previous biographers of the 
period, makes this book exciting and rewarding.

Why Sustained Economic Support Is Essential

ACCORDING TO Howard Taub- 
man, music critic of the New York 
Times, the Soviet Union is now 
spending more money in support of 
the fine arts than any other ‘nation on 
earth. Mr. Taubman’s impressions are 
recorded in a series of four articles 
written in Moscow and other impor- 
tant Russia cities. They go into ex- 
tensive detail and make it quite ap- 
parent that the state-controlled artistic 
effort is both intensive and extensive 
and even now is reaching into the re- 
motest corners of the nation. 

As this program is imposed from 


»the top, many Americans may regard 


the whole Soviet cultural apparatus es 
purely an instrument of political con- 
trol. Mr, Taubman does not agree, 
“There is a genuine dedication to ar- 
tistic ideals in the Soviet Union,” he 
writes. “There is a pervasive love of 
beauty. There is an exhilaration in the 
skili and virtuosity of highly trained, 
performers. There is respect for the 
creative vocation. The people are be- 
ing taught unremittingly to take pride 
in art as in learning.” - 

All available evidence supports Mr. 
Taubman’s contention that the Russian 
people have responded avidly to opera, 
symphony concerts, ballet, the dramatic 
theater and other manifestations of art. 
We also know that Russian performers 
are as good as any. Even so it should 
be evident that the creative artist in 
the Soviet Union is severely restricted, 
Nikolai Mikhailov, the Minister of Cul- 
ture, denied that this was so in his 
conversation with Mr. Taubman. 


“HOW CAN I TELL a conductor 
how to conduct? Or a painter how to 
paint,” he asked. 
disingenuous, The Soviet conductor, to 
be sure, is free to use any technique 
he likes but the Soviet composers have 
learned that they must avoid “formal- 
ist” construction, which means that 
their music has to be “tuneful” and 
easily grasped.

A 
few recent developments, however, sug- 
gest that a combination of public, semi- 
public and private forces could be 
brought to bear on the production and 
dissemination of the arts if some cen- 
tral body were organized that could 
guide and stimulate the effort. A bill 
now in passage through Congress will 
establish a National Cultural Center of 
the Performing Arts in Washington. 
The Government will donate the land 
but funds for the building and its opera- 
tion will be raised privately by a body 
of trustees appointed by the President.

it will go through. The purposes of 
this bill are modest: it will provide an 
auditorium in an impressive setting for 
artistic events in the nation’s capital. 
Once this organization starts function- 
ing, however, it would certainly be pos- 
sible to expand its activities to a na- 
tional scale. It is conceivable, cer- 
tainly, that such a body could examine 
the artistic resources of local communi- 
ties, offer plans for using them more 
effectively and increasing them, induce 
the large foundations to make donations 
on a matching basis, set up a clearing 
house to aid young artists in pursuing 
their careers and promote, possibly, a 
limited program of Government aid. 
As matters stand, music—to name 
only one of the artse—is inadequately 
nourished if not actually starved. 
It is difficult for a musician to make 
a living even when his talent is demon- 
strable, Like the school teacher, he is 
in a marginal economic class and must 
frequently take a second job in his 
slack season in order to pay his bills. 
In short these men—symphony players 
in particular—are actually subsidizing 
music by working for a wage that is 
pitifully incommensurate with the skill 
and professional training they must 
have. Most persons who have examined 
the situation know this is true but many 
of them wonder, at times, whether there 
is any real demand for music. They 
seem to believe that unless the crowds 
are storming the doors at every per- 
formance of a symphony orchestra or a 
recital that public or quasi-public 
maintenance is not justified. 


THE FACT 18 that nobody knows 
the nature and degree of the demand 
for music or what prevents it from being 
freely and forcibly expressed. In any 
case the existing demand at any given 
time is not the sole, or, even the first 
consideration. Here is an art that ex- 
presses the noblest feelings of mankind. 
Each generation has an obligation to 
civilization and to future generations to 
nurture this art and pass it on, 


So if it should happen that one gen- 
eration is preoccupied or so insensitive 
that it cares nothing for music as a fine 
art, it still cannot allow this or any art 
to wither. Actually there is no reason 
to believe that Americans at any place 
or time are indifferent to music, There 
is every reason to believe that where 
music lives in a favorable climate the 
response of Americans is the same as 
people of other nations. We need not 
mention Russia, In all the great cultural 
centers of Europe public funds are 
available for music and the other arts. 
So it has continuity; it is a part of life, 
the bread and meat of the spirit. And 
the people so regard it. 

The indicated task then is to insure 
stability and permanence whether by 
public or by private means.

DEBUSSY’'S “LA MER” and “L’Apres-midi d'un 
Faune” share the same record with Ravel's “Rapsodie Es- 
pagnole” in performances by “L’Orchestre de la Suisse Ro- 
mande” under Eugene Ansermet. “La Mer” is effectively 
organized so far as tempo and volume are concerned and 
the tendency of the several voices to fall away from one 
another may be the fault of the engineers rather than the 
conductor. “L’Apres-midi,” however, is free from these de 
fects. One hears not only the rolling, languorous r 

but a rich, homogeneous texture in which the leading voice 
plays its proper part without extinguishing the inner voices. 
The “Rapsodie Espagnole” goes well but this is not the 
best of the several recordings available, (London, One 
12-inch LP.) 


JASCHA HORENSTEIN and the Southwest German 
Radio Orchestra present deeply felt and seemingly well 
thought out performances of the Brahms Symphony No. 3 
in F Major and the Variations on a Theme by Haydn. 
Horenstein frequently uses tempi that are slower than one 
customarily hears in modern performance (as in the poco 
allegretto movement of the symphony) but this is a matter 
of taste. The reproduction however, lacks the brilliance, 
cohesiveness and depth of the recent record of the F Major 
Symphony by the Chicago Orchestra. (Vox, One 12-inch 
LP.) 

THE SCORE of “Journey to Love,” a ballet recently per- 
formed at the Brussels World Fair, has been recorded by the 
Symphony of the Air. (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 
The music for this work is the joint product of Rebekah 
Harkness, formerly of St. Louis and the composer-con- 
ductor d’Artega. This is unpretentious “Pop” concert stuff 
whose value can hardly be judged except in relation to the 
stage action. (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 


TWO STRING QUARTETS (numbers Five and Six) 
by Hilding Rosenberg, leading Swedish composer who is 
scarcely known outside his own country, disclose a strong 
talent. They are played by the Parrenin and Kyndel Quartets. 
Rosenberg uses classic forms as containers for material that 
combines an effective lyricism with discreetly applied dis- 
sonant harmonies, (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 


GARY GRAFFMAN, one of the several young Amert- 
can pianists who have won a justified acclaim in recent 
years, discloses his credentials in performances of three 
works by Schumann: the Sonata in G Minor, the Symphony 
Etudes and the short Romance in F Sharp Major. Graff- 
man has the confident address of youth in that he plays 
with facility and brilliance. The artistic gesture ig there 
too. He makes the romantic intent of the music quite 
evident and if he does not succeed in producing the “lyric 
ery” he avoids its imitation.

Most dealers were amazed by 
a report from a Kansas City 
trader who reported that it is 
almost impossible to buy wheat 
there on a to-arrive basis. 
same trader said it is almost 
unbelievable that such a tre- 
mendous crop would produce 
so little selling pressure. 

The remainder of the crop, 
that which was produced on 
acreage in excess of Govern- 
ment allotments, is not eligible 
for price support benefits but 
is rexpected to lie 
storage as long as the pro- 
ducers can hold out 
the present low prices. 

Cash prices are about 25 to 
30 cents less than the Govern- 
ment loan figure. 

At the close of the week, 
wheat was 2%4 to 4% cents a

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Mulloy, Open Tennis 
And Stuffy U.S.L.T.A. 


(Gvett-cona MULLOY, a 


well-conditioned codger 

of big-time tennis, would 
like to see two changes made 
to increase spectator interest 
in a sport that has been 
played in varying forms 
since the thirteenth century. 

Mulloy, here for the na- 
tional senior clay courts 
tournament that finishes to- 
day at Triple* A, proposed 
one change in the playing 
rules, the other in a strict 
code that prevents the tennis 
amateur from stepping onto 
the same court with the pro- 
fessional. 


“What we need, definitely, 
is an open tournament like 
golf has,” said the Davis Cup 
veteran, “but the United 
States Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion is so stuffy.” 

If the U.S.L.T.A. would co- 
operate, Mulloy envisions a 
series of $15,000 tournaments 
throughout the country. “I 
know Jack Kramer would 
jump at the chance to pro- 
mote tournaments rather 
than his professional tour of 
one-night stands,” said Mul- 
loy, adding: 

“Take a city like St. Louis, 
a city where the caliber of 
play is improving through a 
stepped-up junior tennis pro- 
gram, but the spectator in- 
terest remaining down, just 
as it is elsewhere. 

“St. Louis might not jump 
at the chance to see the top 
amateurs, such as Ashley 
Cooper, Neale Fraser, Mal 
Anderson, ' Vic Seixas, Sven 
Davidson, Kurt Nielsen, Me 
Rose, Barry Mackay, old man 
Mulloy and your own boy, 
Ear! Buchholz. 

“But”—and Mulloy smiled 
at the prospect—“bring in 
with them the top pros, the 
amateur champs who quickly 
have gone for the big money, 
Pancho les, Frank 
Sedgman, Lew Hoad, Ken

Mulloy’s suggested change 
in the. tennis playing rules 
would be to require that a 
ball touch the ground once 
in each half of the court be- 
fore either the server or re- 
ceiver be allowed to make a 
return. 


“1 call it the ‘one-bounce 
rule’,” said the Miamian who 
now plays out of Denver. 
“It’s for the benefit of spec- 
tators, too, because it would 
encourage the brilliant ral- 
lies,, the lengthy exchanges 
that delight the fans.” 


Mulloy pointed out that in 
recent times a trend toward 
a powerful service and rapid 
net-rushing had cut down 
the movement and variety of 
shots that should make top 
tennis spectacular.

HE tall Mulloy and short 

Bryan (Bitsy) Grant, seed- 

ed 1-2 in the Triple-A, 
tournament, agreed that Gon- 
zales, the current professional 
champion, and Australia’s 
numerous stars of the post- 
war period had served as 
the models for the modern 
method they deplore. 

“Now,” said Grant, “kids 
develop a booming serve, but 
nothing else.

Through the Years 
With Berardino, or 
Browns Never Fade 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., June 
28 (UPI) — Johnny Berardino 
was an American League in- 
fielder for 10 seasons, at his 
best with one of baseball's 
worst clubs--the St. Louis 
Browns. As versatile as he was 
handsome, Berardino played 
all four infield positions with 
the Browns from 1939 through 
1948, with time out for war 
service, and then moved on to 
the Indians. 

After two seasons with the 
Indians, in which he failed to 
hit .200, Johnny wag traded to 
Pittsburgh while hitting .400 
(but in only four games) in 
1951. He went from Pittsburgh 
to the Browns again, then to 
Cleveland and back to the 
Pirates where he closed out 
his tareer with a lifetime aver- 
age of .249 for 911 major 
league games. 

Whateven happened to John- 
ny Berardino? Now 40, he has 
dropped an ‘R' from his name 
and as Johnny Beradino he’s 
an actor in Hollywood, often 
seen in movies as well as tele- 
vision.

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A Return to Canada 
“And Pleasant Fishing. 


EN LONG YEARS had 

passed since our last visit 

to Nestor Falls, Canada, 
but the place still offered a 
nicely balanced combination 
of wilderness and creature 
comforts for fishermen who 
lead a sedentary life most of 
the vear. 


Civilization has made a few 
further inroads—two or three 
new buildings, and a row of 
utility-line poles standing in 
front of the stately pines and 
cedars bordering the highway. 


Lake of the Woods showed 
no sign of change, however. In 
the Sabaskong Bay region, 
there was the familiar scenery 
of an undulating shore packed 
with trees right to the water's 
edge; an occasional high-tow- 
ering bluff of rock, and many 
little islands where vegetation 
sprang amazingly from every 
rocky crevice. 

In this setting, we fished for 
a week, starting out each morn- 
ing about 8 o'clock and return- 
ing about 6:30 in the evening. 

We stopped casting, trolling 
or still fishing only for lunch— 
a most pleasant interlude when 
the two guides, Chippewa In- 
dians, built a fire and cooked 
freshly-caught fish. Even while 
the fish were sizzling in the 

an, coffee was boiling and 

eans were getting hot, the 
fishermen cast an assortment 
of lures into the _ inviting 
waters. After all, $1 hung on 
each day’s catch. 


Lake of the Woods was re- 
luctant at first to give up its 
walleyes, northern pike and 
bass, but by week's end the 
total catch had grown quite re- 
spectable. 


Although none of the fish 
was large by standards in that 
part of the continent, the catch 
in size and quantity, was a de- 
light to our companions whose 
previous fishing was confined 
to midwestern United States. 


Thrilling Climax to Trip. 


Best of all, the trip ended 
with a bang. Just as the last 
afternoon of fishing was draw- 
ing to a close, both boats had 
a run of good luck. A wind 
sprang up; the water grew 
choppy, and fairly big north- 
erns began taking the bait. 

One member of the party 
lost one of the biggest fish 
hooked on the trip when it 
flipped a plug and regained 
freedom just as it was being 
netted. 


The other boat had a worse 
experience. The guide let the 
stringer become entangled in 
the outboard motor and two 
chagrined fishermen watched 
helplessly as the severed cord 
with 25 fish attached sank out 
of sight. 

Guides in the North disdain 
northern pike, which they call 
“snakes” because of their long, 
slender bodies. However, nor- 
therns run bigger and gener- 
ally show more fight than wall- 
eyes. 

The favorite method of tak- 
ing walleye in Lake of the 
Woods is by still-fishing or 
trolling slowly with a spinner 
and live minnow raised just 
off the bottom. After getting a 
fair share of walleyés, we per- 
suaded the guides to forget 
their prejudices against north- 
erns and take us to spots 
where we could cast for these 
larger fish. 


The bass we took were those 
that grabbed a hook primarily 
intended for walleye or north- 
ern. One day our catch in- 
cluded six species of fish: 
Walleye, northern, bass, perch, 
sauger and a landlocked sal- 
mon too small to keep. 

Deer And Other Wildlife. 


Fishing was only half the 
fun. Nature provided moments 
long to be remembered, There

We often saw ducks with 
their broods in the water and 
never failed to enjoy the moth-

A wild mallard occasionally 
flew overhead, stirring 
thoughts of the forthcoming 
waterfowl season. Herons 
would rise from weed beds and 
flap away with their long 
wings. 

Gulls hovered over islands 
where the fishermen ate, await- 
ing their turn for lunch from 
scraps when the boats pulled 
away. Turtles sunned them-. 
selves on rocks protruding 
above the water. At times, 
mink were seen trying to slip 
away from shore into under- 
brush. 

All in all, however, the trip 
was rough but we agreed that 
it was worthwhile.

“featherbedding” practices? So some builders hotly allege.

gave aid and comfort to Nazi 
and Fascist bigwigs when they 
were at war with the Allies. 
And he was caught red-handed 
near the end of the war using 
American Army trucks to hi- 
jack American military sup- 
plies which he sold on the 
Italian black market for huge 
profits. 

He escaped prosecution on 
all these charges and on 
others almost as noteworthy. 
For years he has been living 
the life of a wealthy country 
gentleman in a _  nine-room, 
marble-staired home at At- 
lantic Highlands, N.J., not far 
from his racket headquarters 
in New York City. All the 
while he reportedly has been 
calling the shots for the Mafia 
in a wide range of illegal ac- 
tivities, from shylock lending 
on the waterfront to importing 
heroin and other . destroying 
drugs. 

Genovese has kept going be- 
cause he knows high-placed 
officials and because few peo- 
ple have informed on him and 
lived, One of the few was his 
wife, Anna, who reacted vio- 
lently when Vito tried to shed 
her five years ago. She be- 
came a classic example of the 
woman scorned, and Genovese 
found that is the worst kind. 


Mrs. Genovese, an attractive 
brunette with social ambitions, 
was red hot with rage when 
she learned Mr. G. had his 
eye on a younger female, the 
wife of a confederate. She 
blabbed family secrets at the 
divorce hearing in New Jer- 
sey that made law enforcement 
officers sit up and take notes. 

The expressive Latin, a 
youngish-looking grandmother, 
got right down to cases. She 
supported her cross bill for 
separate maintenance of $350 
a week by informing the do- 
mestic court judge that Vito 
earned at least $40,000 a week 
from narcotics, gambling, 
waterfront labor rackets, a lot- 
tery in New York’s Italian dis- 
trict, dog and horse race oper- 
ations, and a few “legitimate” 
interests. 


“He’s involved in almost 
all the rackets,” she said. 
The angry woman claimed 
she feared death at Geno- 
vese’s hands but didn’t sound 
like she cared much, the way 
she talked. Genovese sat 
quietly in the courtroom and 
twiddled his thumbs. The 
testimony made Mrs. Geno- 
vese popular in grand. jury 
circles. Everybody investigat-

Vito.

Witness 
after witness told the commit- 
tee they never heard of Vito 
Genovese. 

* “T don’t know the name,” 
said Ralph (Bottles) Capone, 
whose late brother, Al, once 
headed the national crime syn- 
dicate. Senator Estes Kefauv- 
er’s interrogators kept plugging 
away. They found some hood- 
lums who admitted having 
heard of Genovese. One .or 
two even acknowledged an ac- 
quaintanceship. 

The extent of Genovese’s op- 
erations was pretty well known 
in the New York area before 
Kefauver, but in the years 
since 1950 his ill fame has 
spread far and wide. Other 
committees and a few grand 
juries have called him as a 
witness. He has claimed con- 
stitutional immunity after an- 
swering one or two perfunctory 
questions. 

About 10 days ago a voice 
from the past spoke out against 
him at a session of the Senate 
labor rackets investigating com- 
mittee in Washington. The 
voice was that of O. C. Dickey 
of Altoona, Pa., a former agent 
of the Army’s Criminal In- 
vestigation Division. He spread 
a large part of the gangster’s 
bloody background on the rec- 
ord. 

Genovese came to this coun- 
try from Sicily when he was 
15 years old. That was on May 
23, 1913. He got into bad com- 
pany right off the boat. His 
first arrest came when he was 
19. He was picked up for car- 
rying a pistol in 1917 and has 
been atrested at least 12 times 
since on such charges as homi- 
cide, assault, robbery, murder, 
carrying concealed weapons 
and peddling narcotics. 


The present-day boss was 
carrying a pistol for Charles 
(Lucky) Luciano in the 1930s 
when he got into his first 
really serious trouble. It was 
evident that he already had 
risen a cut above the average

hoodlum level because asso- 
ciates always introduced him 
as “Don Vitone,” the Great 
One, in those days. 


Vito and five associates 
rigged a crooked card game 
in 1934 and fleeced an unsus- 
pecting but well-heeled mer- 
chant of $116,000. The mer- 
chant didn’t squawk, but Vito 
did when one of his confed- 
erates, Ferdinand Boccia, de- 
manded $35,000 for his share 
of the winnings. 

Boccia, a gangster known as 
“The Shadow,” had _ crossed 
Genovese once before. He and 
another hoodlum, Willie Gallo, 
had held up an alcohol plant 
operated by Genovese’s friend, 
Anthony Strollo, in 1932. Vito 
had been doing a slow burn 
about that. It just wasn’t in 
the cards for Boccia to_crots 
Genovese twice. 


The Great One conferred 
with his other confederates in 
the crooked card game—Peter 
DeFeo, Gus Frasca, George 
Smurra and Michele Miranda. 
They condemned Boccia to 
death. Genovese added -to the 
death warrant the name of 
Willie Gallo, whe had nothing 
to do with the card game. 

He hired the condemned Gal- 
lo and a friend, Ernest Rupolo, 
to knock off Boccia, Then he 
called Rupolo aside and made 
a separate compact with him. 
Rupolo, a one-eyed gunman 
known as “The Hawk,” was to 
shoot his buddy; Gallo, as soon 
as Boccia had been ticketed 
for the city morgue. 

But Gallo and Rupolo daw- 
dled. Boccia remained alive for 
several weeks. The Genovese 
clique hired other gunmen for 
the job. Boccia finally was 
shot to death Sept. 9, 1934. 

Rupolo, trying to-earn at 
least part of his fee, made a 
few holes in his friend, Gallo, 
with several poorly-aimed pis- 
tol shots. Gallo lived and in 
his disenchantment with fellow 
thieves he spilled the story to 
New York authorities. Geno- 
vese, DeFeo, Frasca, Smurra 
and Miranda skipped town 


shortly before they were in- . 


dicted for murder. 

Genovese and his boss, Lu- 
ciano, had been doing well in 
the loan-shark business, which 
used members of Murder, 
Inc., as collectors, and also had 
infiltrated the labor movement. 
The first targets were the 
International Longshoremen’s 
Union and the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers. Genovese 
and Luciano also were making 
money in the dope and prosti- 
tution rackets. 

But former Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, then district (state’s) 
attorney for New York City, 
changed the happy picture. He 
cracked down on the rackets 
and in 1936 obtained a convic- 
tion against Luciano. Lucky 
was sentenced to a term of 
30 to 50 years in the state 
penitentiary. Genovese- and 
friends remained in hiding, 

The murder case against the 
five became stronger as the 
years passed by. Gallo was 
ready to testify as a state’s 
witness al] along. It was not 
until 1944, ten years after the 
murder, that Rupolo decided to 


place himself on the side of - 


law and order. 

He had been caught commit- 
ting another incomplete mur- 
der. He fired five shots into 
Carl Sparacino, who continued 


living. To save his own neck, 
Rupolo agreed to testify against 
Genovese and friends. His tes- 
timony also added another wit- 
ness to the state’s case, one 
Peter LaTempa, who had ob- 
served Boccia’s demfse. 


Meanwhile, Genovese had 
left the United States. and 
returned to his native land. 
There he had ineratiated 
himself with another well 
known gangster of interna- 
a repute, Benito Musso- 
ini, 

Il Duce conferred the title 
of Commendatore of the Ital- 
ian Empire on the American. 
racketeer because of a gift 
of $250,000 to the Fascist 
party in the Nola district of 
Italy. That’s the way Vito 
bought his way in. The Com- 
mendatore is the highest 
award that can be given to 
a civilian in Italy. 

Genovese traveled in high 
circles in Europe. He dined 
at state functions with men 
like Hermann Goering, chief 
of Germany’s Luftwaffe, and 
Count Galeazzo Ciano, Mus- 
solini’s son-in-law. The man 
who had helped Luciano cor- 
rupt the democratic processes 
in America enjoyed the 
new associations immensely. 
Friendship with the totali- 
tarian boys amounted to the 
same thing as a license to 
steal. 


And steal Genovese did. He 
got control of the _ Italian 
Electrical Association, through 
wise investments, and used this 
Government power company to 
force the co-operation of man- 
ufacturers and merchants in 
his black market schemes. He 
threatened to shut off their 
electric power if they did not. 


CID Agent Dickey learned 
about Genovese’s activities in 
an investigation of black mar- 
ket activities behind the Amer- 
ican lines in Italy, beginning 
in April 1944. He uncovered 
an amazing amount of evidence 
but was thwarted at every turn 


in hie attempts to prosecut& 
the Mafia chief. It was ru- 
mered at the time that the in- 
quiry wab. stifled because an 
exposé would embarrass some 
high-ranking American Army 
officers,- including a general. 

Dickey. found that Genaqvese 
had furled his Fascist flag and 
come running to the Americans 
when the tide ot war carried 
the Allies into his section of 
Italy. He was beating his 
breast with a patriotic fer- 
vor. He wasn't just whistling 
“Dixie” either. He was sing- 
ing a medley that included 
“Home on the Range,” “God 
Bless America,” and “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Naive officers of the Army 
Military Government accepted 
Vito with open arms, particu- 
larly when he offered to serve 
as interpreter without pay. 
Captains, majors and colonels 
gave him certificates that at- 
tested to his good. morals, his 
honesty and his gallantry. He 
was given many special con- 
siderations not offered the 
average enemy. 

Genovese already controlled 
Italian wheat and olive oil in 
Allied-held ‘territory through 
his machinations with the 
power trust. With his Army 
credentials he also seized con- 
trol of the black market sales 
of stolen American supplies. 
He operated under the noses of 
the high brass, even winning 
praise. from. military official- 
dom. by occasionally turning in 
an independent operator in the 
black market. 

Dickey obtained from two 
AWOL Canadian soldiers a 
confession that they had been 
hired by someone close to 
Genovese to steal supplies. 
They were dressed in Ameri- 
can uniforms, they said, and 
ordered to drive stolen trucks 
to A quartermaster supply de- 
pot at Naples. The necessary 


. passes Were supplied to them. 


The trucks were loaded with 
flour g@nd sugar, commodities 


that’ brought whopping prices 


on the black market. The Ca- 
nadians, wha,said.they repeat- 
ed the process several times, 
then drove to a vineyard out- 
side the city of Nola where 
they were met by a group of 
Italians in civilian vehicles. 

The password that estab- 
lished identification was ‘““Geno- 
vese sent me.” 

The . soldi¢rs walked away 
from the scene as the Italians 
began reloading the supplies 
on their own trucks. The Army 
equipment later was found 
burned. Genovese never liked 
to leave evidence behind. 

Dickey visited... Genovese’s 
sumptuous apartment in Na- 
ples and found papers linking 
him further to the black mar- 
ket conspiracy. He also dis- 
covered in the apartment a 
powerful short-wave radio re- 
ceiving set, the kind usually 
used with long-range transmit- 
ters. The transmitter was not 
located but it raised the ques- 
tion — had Genovese been a 
spy, too? The question has 
never been answered although 
it is apparent a man of Geno- 
vese’s capabilities would not 
hesitate to sell his country out. 

There was evidence that 
Genovese was making big 
profits by illegally circulating 
money, too. The currency 
included “gold seal” bills, the 
large old-fashioned kind which 
had been retired when the 
United States went off the gold 
standard. Other money not le- 
gally obtainable in Italy was 
floating around. American cur- 
rency of all types was in de- 
mand on the black market. 

Genovese was. taken into 
custody by Dickey, but the in- 
ertia of his superior officers 
beat down the energetic CID 
investigator when he tried to 
prosecute Vito in a military 
court. 

He also discovered that New 
York officials, including form- 
er District Attorney William 
O’Dwyer, prosecutor of Mur- 
der, Inc., seemed unconcerned 
at the prospect of bringing 
Genovese back to the United 
States for trial on the murder 
rap. O’Dwyer then was on 
leave, serving as a brigadier 
general with the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration in Italy. 

Genovese was held by Diek- 
ey for six months. Finally, the 
investigator obtained the neéc- 
essary papers to take Genovese 
to New York and deliver him 
to the district attorney’s office. 
No representative of any New

cool and quiet,” said Ramine. 


Ramine, 18 years old, is the 
champion hula dancer of Ta- 
hiti in the South Pacific and 
star of the film “Cinerama- 
South Seas Adventure.”

I'M A SUCKER. for a band concert. Have been for 3 long 
time, even before I was taken to hear John Philip Sousa’s band 
as a graduation present. “Outdoors or indoors, by high school 
band or one of those eratk outfits that hay@ been coming-over 
from Europe in recent years, in persdn or even -on record- 
ings ... it doesn’t matter. There'll be something in the music

It was this fascination that 
lured me down on the 
the other night for the first 
of the revived prs pe of con- 
certs in St. Lewis’ eity parks. 
The evening was rich in .re- 
wards, 


As I sat there, one of some 


6000 or go listeners waiting « 


for the musie fo beginy I was 
carried back over the years. 
I lived once again in the cen- 
tral Illinois town of Virginia 
where the tradition of weekly 
eoncerts in the park is st#l 
kept alive. 

I was again In the~- 1920s 
still in knee pants. The con- 
certs were given by the town 
band in a peak-roofed band- 
stand that sits close by the 
courthouse in the park that is 
the center of the square. Just 
about everyene in the town 
turned out. Some used to boast 
that they could sit on the front 
porch at home and still hegr 
the musie, Such testimonials 
could indicate the town wasn’t 
very big or, perhaps, that the 
band played pretty loud. 

My first attendance at these 
concerts came about the same 
time I was getting acquainted 
with band music from gramo- 
phone records. Grandmother 
was living with us then and 
she had a prized Victrola in 
her room. Among her favorite 
records were several by Arthur 
Pryor’s band, including “The 
Whistler and His Dog.” On 
each of many playings we 
waited expectantly for the fel- 
low to whistle and the dog- 
bark answer. 


On the wall was a picture of 


the Egyptian Cornet Band of 


Cobden, lll. Grandma hever 
tired of pointing to one of the 
clarinet players and telling me 
that was my dad. She always 
smiled when I said that some- 
day I'd play in a band like that. 

Dad was still in the elarinet 
section when I started going 
to band concerts. But somehow 
I couldn’t carry family loyalty 
to the point of sitting all 
evening with a fixed gaze: on 
the clarinets, Something _al- 
ways led me to camp around at 
the rear of the bandstand 
where the drummers became 
my heroes. 


Occasionally Dad would let 
me attend a band practice. 
These Were held usually on 
hot nights in a hotter upstairs 
hall on the square. There 
weren't any electric fans. I 
recall those devoted musicians 
perspiring through a two-hour 
rehearsal without complaint, 
Since there were no women in 
the band, some of the men 
would peel off their shirts to 
be as comfortable as possible. 

Half way through the eve- 
ning there was a break. Some 
ef the players would head for 
a restaurant for cold drinks. 
Others would be satisfied to 
stand near an open window and 
puff on a smoke. A few, un- 
happy with looks they had 
been getting ffom the con- 
ductor, would practice like mad 
on difficult passages. 

When all the players had re- 


. turned to their.seats, there was

Children by the score were 
running helter-skelter before 
the music began. After the 
first note many of them gath- 
ered close around the band- 
stand. The stairs right back 
of Conductor Laurent Torno 
were jammed with youngsters 
the rest of the evening. One 
little girl imitated the direc- 
tor’s motions with amazing ex- 
actness all the way through 
“The Blue Danube” waltz. 


Crickets and tree toads made 
their own music just like that 
of the old days. Down at the 
lagoon, before the band 
drowned him out, a bull frog 
sounded forth intermittently 
like a big bassoon, 


The concert began, as con- 
certs always have, with “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” Then 
came a program of marches, 
overtures, waltzes, a popular 
tune or two, and a couple of 
novelties. No “Poet and Peas- 
ant” overture, but the march 
from “Tannhauser” served just 
as well. Selections from “My 
Fair Lady” made a big hit. I 
remembered back to Victor 
Herbert songs and such pop- 
ular tunes of that other era 
as “Ramona” and “My Blue 
Heaven.” 


The personnel of this band 
was quite different. These 
musicians were all profession- 
als; among them were mem- 
bers and former members of 
the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra, radio and television 
musicians, St. Louis area 
school band leaders. Bill 
Ehrlich, veteran tympanist of 
the Symphony, was the snare 
drummer. Joe Valetic, former 
Symphony trombonist, was on 
the baritone horn. Jean Chard, 
director of the Maplewood 
High School band, played the 
solo on “‘Trumpeter’s Lullaby.” 

Eleanor Leek, of the Little 
Symphony and music faculty 
of the University City public 
schools, played the cadenzas of 
“Orpheus in the Underworld” 
with the virtuoso touch, She 
used a regular B flat clarinet,

I used to 
listen to him practice hour on 
hour in his shop which was 
in the basement under Dad's 
store. He, like Mrs, Leek, was 
a trained musician, one of the 
few I remember in the old 
town band. 

Most of those fellows back 
home played strictly for fun. 
The tuba player was a farmer; 
the alto saxophonist a garage 
mechanic; the bass drummer 
a junk dealer. One director was 
the town's senior groceryman. 
He doubled in brass, bolstering 
the cornet section occasionally 
by playing one of those old- 
fashioned cornets that was 
almost as wide as it was long. 

The band at Carondelet had 
French horns. Back home we 
had the counterpart of this 
instrument in the now out- 
moded alto horn, or “peck” 
horn as it was more commonly 
ealled. 

When Torno’s band played 
“Stars and Stri Forever,” 
Jim Hay and Gloria Gilbert 
put aside their flutes and 
played the piccolo variations 
which add se much to the 
sound of this famous Sousa 
march, Back in Virginia, the 
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town band didn’t even have a 
flute player, and thus no one 
to play the piccolo part. 

There were big differences 
in the staging of the Caronde- 
let concert. On high stands 
were loud speakers to carry 
both music and announce- 
ments. Back in the old days 
the bahd had to furnish its 
own carrying power. Quite 
often pianissimo passages 
weren’t loud enough to travel 
to the front walls of the build- 


ings around the square so they 


could bounce some of it back. 

Mayor Tucker spoke briefly 
into the microphone. I remem- 
ber one mayor back home who 
used to park his car in one 
of the choice parking spots at 
5 o'clock sharp on concert 
night, walk home and back and 
then watch and listen from 
the front seat of his ear. 

In front of the bandstand at 
Carondelet Park was a battery 
of radio technicians who were 
concerned with broadcasting 
the concert in. stereophonic 
sound over. the cgmbined fa- 


cilities of KMOX and KOFM..

made through a megaphone. 
Once a tenor used the same 
piece of equipment when he 
sang “Roses of Picardy.” 

Near the radio technicians 
were representatives of an ad- 
vertising firm following a 
script they had written for the 
broadcast program. This was 
another far cry from the eld 
days, when the audience had 
to depend on their own musi- 
cal familiarity or a clipping 
from the weekly paper if they 
cared to know exactly what 
was being played. 


The thing I missed most was 
the honking of automobile 
horns after each number was 
finished. Back home, as cars 
became more in evidence, this 
cacophony of teots became the 
loudest form of ovation. But 
down at Carondelet, where 
there isn’t sufficient room for 
cars to park near the band- 


_Stand, applause and whistling 


were more than loud enough 
to reflect enthusiastic audience 
appreciation. 

Everyone enjoyed it. The 
Carondelet concert, like those 
back home, was a wholesome, 
exciting and unashamedly old- 


fashioned way to spend a sum-

Life Was Gayer 
In Raucous ’20s. 


Thirty-odd years ago the world had its problems 


but they had this distinction: Nobody bothered to 


worry about them. That delightful preference for fun 
rather than frustration gave the raucous "Twenties a 
spectacular nightlife. To get its flavor, AP news- 
feature writer Saul Pett talked to a man who was 
there—as a speakeasy bouncer. 


NEW YORK, July 12 (AP). 

PEOPLE WORKED, people commuted, people married 
= raised families but it just didn’t seem so noticeable 

en. 

There were world problems and world worriers but 
they couldn’t stop the 
national fun. There were 
no juvenile delinquents 
to speak of, just adult de- 
linquents, no war, no 
H-bomb, no social secu- 
rity, just a funny little 
law that said you couldn't 
drink, and what could be 
more fun than drinking 
against the law? 

Marriage and guilt by 
association seemed less 
ee Z stylish then for the peo- 
ci! f ple who made the col- 
ie ea umns, The same speak- 
a easies attracted the 
4 Hollywood, Wall Street 
and the sports arenas 
along with such part-time 
statesmen as New York's 
Mayor James J. Walker. 
And the girls? Ah, the

girls. 

Most of them didn’t appear married, at least not to 
the men they came in with. They were more beautiful, 
better dressed and less complicated. They came out of the 
front line of the Follies or the Vanities and they came out 
for fun, not to go to psychiatrists or the Actor’s Studio. 


This was night life in the "Twenties, in the 
time of national adolescence, as recalled by an 
eminent social historian and saloon keeper named 
Toots Shor. Toots didn’t have his own place then. 
He worked as a bouncer in various speakeasies 
heroically titled “The Five O’Clock Club,” “Napo- 
leon Club,” “Ball and Chain,” or “Maison Royale.” 


. “THERE WERE MORE hard drinkers then,” says Shor, 
with all the detachment of a candlemaker recalling the 
days before the invention of the light bulb, “There were 
guys who drank all night and slept the next day and I 
don’t know when they took care of their business. Today 
everybody takes care of his business. 


“There were the big spenders from Wall Street and 
Hollywood. But today the Wall Street man lives in West- 
ehester or Long Island and makes an early train in the 
morning and his idea of a big time is two drinks at lunch. 
Don’t ask me where the movie guys are these days.” 


In the old days, Broadway had 10 or 12 big musicals 
running in a season at a $4.40 top. Today, there are half 
as many costing twice as much. Every Friday fight night, 
the Garden was jammed with 15,000 or 18,000 people in- 
stead of the lonely minority who attend now. New York 
had 20 big night clubs then, Today it has two. 


Freud, Shmoid, everyone seemed younger in the decade 
between war and depression, Shor insists, with pardonable 
generalization. 


“We lived faster, we laughed more, we had 
more fun. All our problems were trivial. Nobody 
was trying to make the big decisions. Who knew 
about foreign affairs or world problems? All the 
good writers seemed to be writing sports. Today 
they’re interpreting Khrushchev. 

“If Babe Ruth got loaded, it wasn’t a national 
scandal. Just think of the big stink raised last year 
when those Yankee ballplayers had a few drinks 
at the Copa! We had guys with style like John 
Barrymore, Today a guy like Barrymore would be 
denounced; there’d be committees formed to blame 
whole waves of juvenile delinquency on him.” 


’ DESPITE REPORTS to the contrary, the whisky was 
good in the good speakeasies, Shor says, There was heavy 
iron grillwork on the gate and a slot in the door but the 
right card or the right introduction would get you in. 

Good bootleg whisky cost $7 or $8 a bottle; the average 
person, says Shor, drank less at home than he does today 
but the not-so-average person, the big spender and party- 
giver, drank more at home or on his yacht. He threw 
bigger: parties. 

“For a real big party, a bootlegger would supply as 
much as 100 cases of whisky. Day in and day out, some of 
the big spenders like Harry Richman or Mark Hellinger 
stocked 40 or 50 cases at home, more than the average 
saloon carries today. They were just playing safe. 

“On Friday nights in the smart clubs, people dressed, 
black tie or white. You saw top hats everywhere. Today 
you rarely see them. But there were more drunk fights 
then because the booze was illegal and people drank faster. 
But the bouncer threw them out, Today you have to ask 
them out.”

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Dise Jockeys--Teenagers’ Pied | 
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Denounced and Praised, They’re 
Thriving Now and So Is Radio— 
Some Raising Sights to Adults 


DICK CLARK ... at $500,000 a year, he's the 
nation's highest paid disc jockey.

IN HIS PINK SPORTS CAR, blue suede shoes and black 
horn rimmed glasses, the disc jockey—variously known as the 
dee-jay, tune twirler, waxsmith and platter spinner — has 
become the MOST in the entertainment world. 


Teenagers really dig him and 
he in turn digs the sponsors, 
a double dig that is credited 
with keeping radio alive and 
prosperous despite mounting 
competition from television. 


Unlike the lilies of the field, 
the disc jockey both spins and 
reaps, making anywhere from 
$10,000 to $500,000 a year for 
his frothy jabber and jive. 

Record companies burden 
his mailman with an average 
200 new releases a week and 
follow up with a steady bar- 
rage of postcards, letters and 
telegrams commending such 
tunes as “Splish Splash,” 
“Chicken * Pickin’ Hawk,” and 
“No Chemise Please.” 

Singing stars, song pluggers, 
band leaders and a host of mu- 
sical camp followers make it 
a point to drop in on his broad- 
casts, real casual like, for a 
spate of idle chatter that they 
hope will result in his playing 
more of their platters. 

As a hit maker, the dee-jay 
is without parallel in the mu- 
sic business. The purchasing 
power of his teen-aged audi- 
ence accounts for nearly 90 per 
cent of all single record sales. 

Not all entertainers feel be- 
holden to the dee-jay. 

Comic Danny Kaye failed to 
hit it off in an interview with 
San Francisco’s Don Sherwood, 
an irrepressible prankster who 
bills himself as “the world’s 
greatest disc jockey.” 

When Sherwood asked where 
he would like to be most of 
all, Kaye saw his chance. “In 
my hotel room, right now,” he 
snapped and stalked out. Sher- 
wood thought he was great; so 
did the delirious Sherwood au- 
dience. 

Even the conservative disc 
jockeys who soft pedal rock ‘n’ 
roll and ego-polishing pranks 
in favor of soothing, wake-up 
music and pleasant patter ex- 
ert a tremendous infuence on 
théir listeners. . Milwaukee's 
Bob (Coffeehead) Larson, nick- 
named for his early morning 
show, got himself elected coun- 
ty surveyor when a friend add- 
ed his name to the ballot as 
a gag. 


Because of his combined 
audience and sales pull, the 
disc jockey today finds him- 
self a controversial figure, 
damned on one hand as a 
Pied Piper of rebellious 
youth and heavily in demand 
on the other as a civic do- 
gooder. 


He has been accused of cor- 
rupting the nation’s .musical 
tastes with his tin ear and gray 
flannel mouth, of foisting the 
writhing abomination known as 
rock 'n’ roll on an ungrateful 
public and in some cases, like 
Alan Freed’s recent Boston mu- 
sical massacre, of inciting teen- 
agers to riot and rowdyism. 

But in almost the same 
breath his accusers call on him 
to head the local Boy Scouts 
or child camp campaign, praise 
him for conducting “record 
hops” that keep teenagers off 
the streets at night and enlist 
his participation in civic drives 
against litterbugs, jaywalkers, 
uncurbed dogs and other muni- 
cipal malefactors. 

These conflicting appraisals 
actually point up a gradual 
revolution that has taken place 
among the nation's 3000 disc 
jockeys. Rock ’n’ roll has been 
joined by another set of R’s: 
Respectability and responsibil- 


ity.

lyrics and might put bad ideas 
into the kids’ heads,” he says.

Similar selective program- 
ming has won indorsements for 
Boston's Bob Clayton from both 
public and parochial school of- 
ficials. Sister Angeline, prin- 
cipal of North Cambridge Cath- 
olic High, calls Clayton’s taste- 
ful, tuneful show “one of the 
nicest things to happen to our 
youngsters in a long time.” 

The nation’s highest paid 
dee-jay at $500,000 a year, 
pleasant, personable Dick Clark 
successfully invaded television 
with his turntable and proved 
to parents that rock ‘n’ roll, 
properly chaperoned, can be no 
more demoralizing than the 
Charleston or the Black Bot- 
tom, and only slightly less 
musical. His nationally tele- 
vised American Bandstand, a 
90-minute show} originating 
from Philadelphia, features a 
bevy of limp limbed teenagers 
gyrating about juke box, 
presided over by Clark. 


With the rise of inde- 
pendent station, however, 
many disc jockeys are switch- 
ing their program jemphasis 
away from teenag to the 
much larger - and\ hitherto 


neglected adult audience. 


As Mitch Miller, \bearded 
boss of pops music for\Colum- 
bia Records, told the tudatable 
fraternity at its Kansas \City 
convention: “You caused radio 
to jump out of bed and click 
its heels while the public wa 
dressing for the funeral.

For the first time since the 
advent of TV, the rock is get- 
ting a solid knocking in many 
radio quarters. Revolting as 
they may find it, many dee- 
jays now play Guy Lombardo 
as often as Guy Mitchell. Some 
actually have sworn off the 
two-beat bedlam altogether. 


A Denver station makes its 
identification break with the 
announcement: “This is KDEN, 
stamping out rock ‘n’ roll.” 
President Mort Hall of KLAC 
in Los Angeles, went a step 
further and fired all his big 
name dee-jays, predicting that 
“in major marketing areas disc 
jockey programming will slow- 
ly but inevitably come to an 
end.” 

In the race for adult listener- 
ship, a whole new breed of 
dee-jays has entered the lists. 
Some, themselves “‘clas- 
sical commentators," air only 
serious music and use the “soft 
sell” commercial. Others spec- 
ialize in light classical music,

religious music. One of its 
dee-jays is called “The Good 
Shepherd” and is billed as “a 
new personality with a sincere, 
reverent voice,” 


Perhaps the country’s most 
unusual disc jockey is the Rev. 
Michael Beahan, a 38-year-old 
Catholic priest, who broadcasts 
from a studio rigged up in the 
coal bin of his Grand Rapids 
(Mich.) rectory. Speaking jive 
talk previously approved by 
the Bishop, Father Beahan 
mixes religious instruction with 
recorded music on a 55-minute 
Sunday evening show. “Actu- 
ally,” he says, “it’s a religious 
program for radio adapted to 
radio’s own current way of 
life.” 


Whether he’s flipping plat- 
ters in the Yukon or out on 
the Yucca Flats, the dee-jay 
manages to make himself seen 
as well as heard by indulging 
in a wide variety of attention- 
begging gimmicks: Playing the 
same record hours on end in a 
locked studio, broadcasting 
from the monkey house at the 
local zoo, the top of a flag pole 
or the bottom of a lake, con- 
ducting bird walks, scavenger 
hunts and tickly toe contests 
(“to select the least ticklish set 
of feminine toes with a limit 
of 10 to a contestant’’). 


A Miami dee-jay asked his 
listeners to guess the combined 
height of the 21 cuties in the 
Latin Quarter chorus line. An- 
swer: 110 feet 2 inches. Prize: 
Dinner date with all of them. 
Cleveland’s Carl Reese called 
for old, odd socks to match 
some of his lost by the laundry. 
Don MacKinnon of Los An- 
geles’ KABC attends public 
events casually attired in Ivy 
League cap, long red under- 
wear, furled umbrella and bare 
feet. In Paris, Tex., Roy Cas- 
tlebury won a dee-jay marathon 
by spending 3712 hours in a 
department store window. 
Feuding Boston disc jockeys 
have engaged in log rolling 
tilts, stock car races and other 
competitive stunts. 


Jean Shepherd, New York's 
apostle of the “Night People,” 
as staged kite flying contests 
in Greenwich Village, read a 
chapter of the Bobbsey twins 
against a background of cool, 
cool jazz, and collected $100,- 
000 in pledges to sponsor a 
worthy listener to a “life of 


feckless dissipation.” In his 
campaign against “creeping 
meatballism,” which he _ de- 


fines as “the adulation of all 
that’s mediocre,” Shepherd 
once urged the faithful to 
badger bookstores for copies 
of “I, Libertine,” a  non- 
existent book that purportedly 
was the work of one Frederick 
R. Ewing, a mythical BBC lec- 
turer and expert in Eighteenth 
Century erotica. The demand 
was so great that Shepherd 
finally joined with profession- 
al writer Theodore Sturgeon 
to turn out the book. 

But even the stunts have be- 
come fewer and fewer as radio 
shifts its sights from a teenage 
to an adult audience. Explains 
Jim Hawthorne of Los Angeles, 
who once sold an hour of si- 
lence (for $365) to a mattress 
company and campaigned for 
a five-lane canal to Omaha: 
“I'm not as zany as I used to 
be. I brainwashed myself. I 
now give the people what they 
want... and they don’t want 
the old Hawthorne. What they 
want a fast, streamlined 
show. Radio has changed and 
so have I,”

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St. Louis Dee-Jays Think Their 
Power May Wane and So May 


Rock °’n’ Roll—How They Work

IS THE DISC JOCKEY on the wane? 
disc jockeys seem to think he is. 


Some St. Louis 
Mechanically speaking, any- 


one can play a record. All a dee-jay has to sell\is personality, 
but there has been a tendency recently resulting from a new 
type of close budgeting in radio to dismiss the high-priced 
dee-jay and replace him with a neophyte who only has to learn 
to say, “Now a Glenn Miller favorite, but first this important 


message—”’ 


There are also indications 
that the power of the teenager 
in controlling what is heard on 
St. Louis radio is on the wane, 
and with it, rock ’n’ roll. 


As far as rock 'n’ roll is con- 
cerned, many St. Louis disc 
jockeys seem to be in the .po- 
sition of the first violinist in 
the symphony orchestra who, 
the story went, always wept 
bitterly as he played. When 
asked if the muysic affected 
him that deeply, he said no, he 
cried because he simply hated 
music. 


They profess not to like rock 
‘n’ roll themselves, but they 
admit at the same time that 
they are largely to blame for 
foisting it on the American 
public. Their reasons vary, ac- 
cording to how much of it they 
play. Those who play a lot of 
it insist that the teenagers de- 
mand it and they say teenagers 
are the bulk of radio’s audi- 
ence these days. 

Others, who play little or no 
rock 'n’ roll, say it’s the fault 
of the record distributors who 
have large numbers of disc 
jockeys around the country on 
their payrolls and the dee-jay 
gets paid in accordance with 
how many times he spins the 
platter. It’s known in dee-jay 
circles as “the old payola.” 

For a long time now the 
teenager .-has been in the role 
of dictator as far as program- 
ming a show is concerned, for 
two reasons. One is_ that 
youngsters are a most vocif- 
erous audience, which has 
given a lot of dee-jays and sta- 
tion managers the impression 
they are the whole. audience. 
Another reason is that a dee- 
jay and his station manager 
want to keep their ratings up, 
and the best way to do it is to 
keep a big teenage listening 
audience. 

Recently, however, St. Louis 
jockeys agree, there is a sort 
of awakening among both dee- 
jays and station managers. As 
Gil Newsome of KWK put it: 
“We're beginning to realize 
that while the teenagers may 
control the dial, they don’t con- 
trol the family purse strings.” 

And as Jesse (Spider) Burks 
of KSTL said, “The teenagers 
may be the big listeners and 
the loudest in their demands, 
but how many teenagers buy 
the furniture and automobiles 
I'm selling. Very few. It’s 
their parents who do the buy- 
ing.” 

Here are some comments of 
a half dozen leading St. Louis 
disc jockeys on these and other 
points: 

Says Newsome, who might 
be called the dean of St. Louis 
disc jockeys: “It’s certainly 
true that rock 'n’ roll was foist- 
ed on the American public. The 
only question in my mind is 
who did the foisting. Did the 
disc jockeys foist it on teen- 
agers, did the teenagers foist 
it on the dise jockeys, or did 
young America foist it on all 
America?” 

Newsome, a disc jockey in 
St. Louis for 13 years, has been 
in radio since he was 17 years 
old. People who think the life 
of a dee-jay is nothing but 
flipping platters and making 
with the patter, should spend 
a few days with one. 

His mornings are spent pro- 
gramming his show. He is on 
the air five hours every day 
and three or four nights every 
week he is making personal 


appearances at everything from 
Rotary banquets to youth 
meetings. In the five hours he 
is on the air 80 per cent is 
taken up with music and 20 per 
cent with talk. 

Newsome plays some rock 'n’ 
roll, simply because he tries to 
present a well-balanced pro- 
gram. “Unfortunately,” he says, 
“those who like sweet music 
are not vociferous like the 
rock ‘'n’ roll fans, but I know 
they’re there.” 

Jack Carney of WIL admits 
he is more or less a captive 
of the teenagers. “Maybe we 
haven't been aggressive enough 
in resisting them,” he says, 
“but I follow a policy of giv- 
ing the listeners what they 
want and that seems to be what 
they want. You try to educate 
an audience, and you lose them. 

“Not long ago a mother 
called me and asked if Il 
couldn't play just one piece of 
good music a day and try to 
get the kids interested in clas- 
sical music. I said I agreed 
with her completely, but that 
was the job of the parents. 
Let me put on ‘Clare de Lune’ 
and I’ve lost my audience be- 
fore it’s been on a full minute. 

“People say we control the 
sale of records but it’s the 
other way around. If a record 
is selling like hot cakes, it’s 
because a lot of people want 
to hear it. But I think rock 
'n’ roll and the screaming rec- 
ords are on their way out.” 

Carney peps up his pro- 
gram with a lot of gags and 
was the inventor of Pookie 
Snackenberg, a mythical char- 
acter who is now something 
of a hero to St. Louis teen- 
agers. He held a Pookie Snack- 


enberg day and gave away 
22,000 Pookie Snackenberg 
buttons. 


One day while playing “Bird 
On My Head” he offered $20 
to anyone who would come in 
with a bird on his head. Well, 
within 30 minutes he had 50 
people in the studio with pet 
parrots, parakeets, crows and 
hawks roosting on their heads. 


Mickey Else, dee-jay at 
Post-Dispatch Station KSD, 
is perhaps the most con- 
servative in town. “I steer 
clear of rock ‘n’ roll and 
play the kind of music that 
has a melody you can whis- 
tle,” he explained. “I guess 
there’s a place for rock ’n’ 
roll, but it’s not for the 
housewife between 3 and 5 
o’clock in the afternoon.” 

Else thinks rock ’n’ roll 
was forced on the country 
and says he is doing his best 
to kill it. “A lot of sta- 
tions,”’ he said, “are captives 
of the teenagers. They want 
a rating, and the easiest way 
to get it is to aim at the 
teenagers. I think all the 
dee-jays would like to get 
back to music but who’s go- 
ing to lead the crusade?” 


Else is 31 years old, married 
and has two small children. 
He has been in radio for sev- 
en years, starting in Toronto 
where he was graduated from 
the Academy of Radio Arts. 

He, like all disc jockeys, 
gives a lot of time to good 
causes, but his favorite is the 
Heart Fund because one of his 
children, born with a defective 
heart, was greatly helped by 
that group.

trash, he won't play it. Harry, 
once a Ziegfeld star, then a 
St. Louis detective, and now 
a disc jockey, starts in at 10:15 
at night with his show at the 
Steeplechase in the Hotel 
Chase, where he plays records 
and interviews visiting celebri- 
ties until 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 

Then he goes over to his 
apartment in the Park Plaza 
“which was once my home but 
is now a studio.” There he 
broadcasts to the night people 
until 5 o'clock in the morning. 
He has received fan mail from 
43 states. 

During his show at the 
Steeplechase he plays music 
with a beat and a lot of show 
tunes. Sometimes he defies all 
dee-jay traditions and plays a 
symphony. He just doesn't 
like rock 'n’ roll. 

“Teen-agers are on a rock 'n’ 
roll kick,” he said, “and I guess 
they like it. But I think the 
main trouble is they have never 
been exposed to enough good 
music. I think, too, there is a 
lot bigger audience for good 
music than the dee-jays real- 
ize. 

“For a long time, you know, 
there has been a popular fal- 
lacy that the kids had a great 
influence on the family buying. 
Well, I never did believe it, 
and I see the advertising busi- 
ness is coming around to the 
Same conclusion. It may have 
been true as far as cereals or 
chocolate milk was concerned. 
But when mom and pop decide 
to buy a new sofa or an auto- 
mobile, they do the deciding. 

“All I can say is that when 
I put on an Al Jolson record 
I get a lot more phone calls 
than I get with some of the 
new tunes.” 


Rock ‘n’ roll was forced on 
the public, “and you can 
quote me verbatim,” says 
“Spider” Burks with bitter 
emphasis. “It resulted from 
the record companies sub- 
sidizing some radio stations 
with the payola, When that 
happens the station loses 
control of its musical pro- 
grams. The dee-jay’s only 
stock in trade is his person- 
ality. But he loses his iden- 
tity when he is dictated te 
by the record industry. 


“I don’t think any dee-jay 
wants to get completely away 
from the teenagers. But I ques- 
tion the fact they’re so impor- 
tant you have to aim everything 
at them.” 

Burks and his wife spend two 
hours a day programming his 
show. “No record is ever 
played until both my wife and 
I have listened to it, and have 
agreed it’s a good record and 
worth playing.” 

Ed Bonner of KXOK, who 
has been in radio for 12 years, 
is a man who likes music. “I 
wish it would come back,” he 
says with a sigh. 

He doesn’t blame the disc 
jockeys for the prevalence of 
you know what. “It’s the rec- 
ord. companies,” he says, “to- 
gether with the teenage.” The 
record companies pressure 
from one end and the teen- 
agers from the other and Bon- 
ner is one who believes “the 
teenagers still rule the roost.” 

Is the dee-jay business on 
the decline? Perhaps, he says, 
“but it will simmer’ down to a 
question of whether the public . 
is going to go along with a staff 
announcer or a guy with a lit- 
tle personality.”

“DEMONIAQUE,” at the SHADY OAK and RICHMOND

Large numbers of average 
citizens have found intelligent talk, stimulating 
drama and good music a welcome change from 
a steady diet of mayhem, audience participation 
shows and giveaways. 


HISTORICALLY, Sunday afternoon has attracted com- 

. paratively small audiences. Hence it has been difficult 

to sell to sponsors interested in reaching the masses to 

sell their toothpaste, cigarettes, lipsticks or some such 
product bought in all income brackets. 


More recently, however, networks have been 
discovering that their Sunday afternoon viewers 
were folks to be proud of—substantial, smart, edu- 
cated, bankrolled.

NEW YORK, July 12. 

IT MAY NOT BE LONG 
until everyone can celebrate 
the demise of the chemise. At 
least that is the forecast as 
the leading American designers 
who are members of the Cou- 
ture Group of the New York 
Dress Institute launch their 
semi-annual press reviews. 


First step in the “right” di- 
rection is a defnite trend to 
ban the word “chemise” from 
the fashion vocabulary. Call it 
the relaxed silhouette, the 
loosened sheath, the casual cut, 
or any other shifty type of 
name but avoid the word that 
is associated with limpy linge- 
rie and flapper fripperies of 
the Twenties. It’s the name 
perhaps more than the silhou- 
ette that is causing the trouble, 
many of the experts contend, 
but it is evident that a chemise 
by any other name will be un- 
popular with the men as well 
as many "women unless the new 
variations are emphatic. 


As Visiting fashion writers 
from newspapers throughout 
the United States and Canada 
gather here for the capsule 
views of more than 50 top- 
name collections it is obvious 
that the crazy, mixed-up fash- 
ions of the current year have 
not only caused many family 
arguments but have given the 
manufacturers some real head- 
aches. So in true modern man- 
ner, they’ve called in the ana- 
lysts and the style psychologists 
have made up their minds that 
the bizarre effects have to go. 
The result is an emphasis upon 
modification and wearability, 
and definitely the hint of a re- 
turn to some fashions that the 
men will let their wives wear. 


If the demise of the chemise 
actually happens, this doesn’t 
mean that tightly girdled waist- 
lines will immediately return 
to style. There is a continua- 
tion of the loose and semi- 
fitted daytime modes, but the 
designers are using some clev- 
er ruses to distract the wearer 
and the viewer.

THE OTHER DAY we drove south through the dozen or 
so busy towns of the Lead Belt which is threatened today by 


low world prices on most of the soft metals. 


Missouri has been designated 
name is well-deserved. 

Starting with the earliest 
diggings at Oid Mines and Mine 
au Breton in Washington coun- 
ty and at Mine La Motte just 
north of Fredericktown, the 
region during the past 250 
years has probably produced 
mére léad than any other area 
its size in the world. It has 
also produced its share of Mis- 
souri history. 


The Lead Belt was largely 
responsible for the early set- 
tlement of Missouri south of 

. beuts, Small shafts 
worked with wooden windlass 
and bucket in which ore was 
laboriously cranked to the 
surface required a maximum 
of hand labor—and many 
such mines were still oper- 
ating up to the time ef my 
boyhood in Potosi. 


This is, of course, a far cry 
from modern deep mines with 
their countless miles of gal- 
leries and underground ,rail- 
ways to transport the mineral 
to the hoisting shafts. In some 
of the area originally given 
over to shallow diggings, the 
lead has played out and given 
way to hydraulically mined tiff 
or barytes. Yet on the whole, 
employment and prosperity de- 
pend largely on profitable op- 
eration of ‘the big mines. 

When you dig back into his- 
tory you find that some of the 
names of towns have changed. 
In my young days I recall the 
diggings at Fountain Farm 
which, in 1790, was known as 
Fontaine de la Prairie. Mine 
au’ Breton has become Potosi, 
St. Michael evolved into Fred- 
ericktown and the Murphy Set- 
tlement is modern-day Farm- 
ington. 

In 1748 the parish records 
of old Fort de Chartres list at 
least one couple as “habitans 
du village des Mines” which is 
a reference to Old Mines, In 
1774 the Osage Indians mas-

Three Kinds | 
Of Unbeliet

“I WISH I COULD BELIEVE, 
Such is often | 
the avowal of many a modern 


soul in the face of religious 
Since the attitude is | 


belief. 
very common, it deserves not a 
psychoanalysis, but a rational 
analysis; first, of the various 
kinds of unbelief, and then the 
nature of belief itself. 

There are three kinds of un- 
belief: simple unbelief, neg- 
ligible unbelief and unbelief 
properly so called. 

Simple unbelief, which is 
without guilt, is the absence 
of explicit faith on the part 
of him who has not yet had an 
opportunity to make a decision 
either for or against faith. 
Such is the condition of many | 
in Africa and Oceania today, 
to whom the missionaries have 
not yet penetrated. 

Negligible unbelief, is the 
privation of faith in one who | 
has knowingly and deliberately 
failed to properly inform him- 
self on matters of religion. 
Pascal once said that some peo- 
ple spend an hour reading the 
scripture, or 10 minutes talk- 
ing to someone informed about 
religion, and then boast that 
they have studied religion and 
found it an illusion. 

Culpable unbelief — is 


_ ae 
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formal refusal of faith, the will 
not to believe. It was con- 
cerning this attitude that Our 
Lord said: “He who will not 
believe will be condemned.” 


In the highest sense of the 
word, faith is the acceptance 
of truth on the authority of 
God revealing. Faith in re- 
ligion is like credit in business; 
before a department store will 
extend credit to a person, there 
must be an investigation of the 
credit of the purchaser; only 
when there are reasonable 
grounds for extending credit 
is it ever given. So with faith; 
there must be reasonable mo- 
tives for believing before there 
is belief. 


But still this does not tell is 


the full nature of faith. Faith 
affects two faculties of man: 
the Intellect and the will. The 
intellect is the faculty of 
knowing, and its object is 
truth; the will is the faculty of 
choice, and its object is love 
or goodness. Faith has nothing, 
absolutely nothing to do with 
the emotions. Those who when 
asked why they believe some- 
thing, sometimes answer: “I 
felt it down here” are equiva- 
lently identifying faith with a 
full stomach or a glandular 
reaction. 


Both the mind or intellect 
and the will are involved in an 
act of faith. The adhesion of 
the mind to a revealed truth is 
not due solely to reason alone. 
Reason can supply the motives 
for believing, but the reason is 
not the total cause of the ac- 
ceptance of a revealed truth by 
the mind. Faith is | born from 


a light on high, and yet is rea- 
sonable. The truth may be be- 
yond reason, but it is not con- 
trary to reason. Once faith il- 
lumines reason, reason is 
stronger than before, just as 
the senses of man operate more 
skillfully than the senses of an 
animal, because guided by rea- 
son. 

Now we come to the other 
faculty, the will, Assent to a 
truth, such as the Divinity of 
Christ, must be free. To be 
forced to believe, as under au- 
thoritarian dictatorship, is not 
faith. Faith, in order to have 
a moral quality, must be the 
result of liberty. The intellect 
or reason solicits the will, but 
it does not force it. He alone

NEW YORK, July 12 (UPI) 


~ THIS CASE the temptation to be woefully trite is too great and the resistance 
too weak. So, let's wallow in it quickly, the sooner to be shriven:

I'll always remember... 


When Grandfather let me drive 


by WILLIAM CLAY FORD. -

I received my first lesson in traffic safety at 
the age of 7 while driving one of the first 
V-8 Fords ever built. Perhaps the experience 
taught me early in life that highway safety 
can always be improved — not only by man- 
ufacturers but by the motoring public. 

My first driving instructor was my grand- 
father, Henry Ford. One Sunday in 1932, 
when he was 70, we started from his home, 
Fair Lane, to visit his company’s plants sur- 
rounding Dearborn, Mich. 

I sat beside him in the front seat as we 
turned down a gravel road toward one of the 
plants. Safely out of range of my grandmoth- 
er’s watchful eye, he pulled over to the side 
of the road. 

“T think it’s time you learned to drive a 
car,” he said. “Sit on my lap under the wheel. 
I'll operate the clutch, brake and gear shift. 
You steer and operate “the accelerator.” Like 
any 7-year-old, I was delighted. 

Reaching for the accelerator pedal, I had 
to peer between the spokes of the steering 
wheel. The unpaved road made driving more 
difficult but more fun. We traveled more than 
100 miles and visited five plants in less than 
five hours, cruising at 75-80 miles an hour. 

This was pointed out to us rather emphati- 
cally by the Dearborn police, who stopped 
our car on the return trip. They also pointed 
out that it was not exactly legal for a 7-year- 
old to be driving at any speed — or for my 
grandfather to be driving without an oper- 
ator’s permit. (He never owned one. ) 

My grandmother was waiting at the front 
door when we reached Fair Lane about an 
hour late with the police escort. Directing her 
remarks at my grandfather, she delivered an 
eloquent commentary on safe driving. He 
assumed all the blame in silence. 

The police, who had intended letting us 
off with a reprimand of their own, decided 
instead that we had received one we would 
always remember. x

A year ago, a 21-year-old Army sergeant from Ottawa, 
Ill., was the center of an international incident. Spe- 
cialist -Third Class William Girard had shet and 
killed — unintentionally, he maintained — a Japanese 
woman scrap scavenger on an Army firing range in 
Japan. 

The Japanese government demanded the right to 
try Girard. His relatives and U.S. veterans’ groups 
pressed the Army not to give him up. The case went to 
the Secretary of Defense, the President and finally the 
Supreme Court, which ruled for the Japanese. 

Then Girard got a break. After a lengthy trial, he. 
was found guilty of involuntary manslaughter, but 
received 4 suspended sentence. He was discharged 
by the Army and came home,a minor celebrity, last 
December. He brought with him Haru (Candy) 
Sueyama, the Japanese girl who stayed by him 
throughout and whom he married shortly before the 
trial. 

What's happened to Sergeant Girard since his re- 
turn? Has he taken advantage of the break he re- 
ceived? Has he justified the faith many Americans 
had in him? What kind of reception have he and his 
Japanese bride been given in this country? 

Girard has kept silent ever since his discharge. But 
new, for the first time anywhere, he has agreed to tell 
PARADE his story. Here is a first report on the civilian 
life of a soldier the whole world was watching just one 
short year ago. 


OTTAWA, ILL. 
HE THREE ROOMS are drab and house only a few 
Byron of weary, hand-me-down furniture. There 
are cracks in the walls and ceilings. The floors are bare 
and the refrigerator often is almost empty. At an old 
kitchen table, a tiny Japanese woman, a maternity 
dress masking her pregnancy, whiles away long and 
lonely hours playing solitaire.

famous last year as the center of an international inci- 
dent. But Girard is seldom here. Mostly he is slogging 
around northwestern Illinois in his second-hand car 
because, he says, “If there’s a job to be got, I'm going 
to get it.” 

His three rooms are the best place Girard can afford 
to live in the town to which he returned, slightly 
tarnished but still somewhat of a hero, last December. 
From the first, Ottawa, a farming community of 
17,000 southwest of Chicago, had lent him vocal and 
moral support. It was common knowledge here that 


Girard’s brother Louis had spent a good deal of money 


in the fight to free him. Louis, a mechanic, was well 
known and well liked and Ottawa backed him up. If 
the trial testimony dented Girard’s halo a little, the 
town still offered him a warm welcome and a chance 
to start anew.

Since then, Ottawa has had other matters to occup) 
its attention and Girard has become less and less a 
public figure. In the meantime, for him things have 
gone steadily downhill. He has had two cars, threc 
homes and two jobs. His face usually is etched with 


a stubble and his clothes are seedy. Perhaps partly be- 


cause of this, he feels, the atmosphere toward him 
may have cooled a little. 

“We haven't had any trouble with anybody here,” 
he muses. “But maybe some people are disappointe«| 
— think I’ve let the town down because I ain’t work- 
ing. Well, I'm not trying to support the town, I'm 
just trying to support my wife.” 


One Thing at a Time 


And he and brother Louis have drifted apart. 
Girard will not discuss the subject except to say that 
“I'm over 21 and my own boss. I can stand on my own 
two feet as good as anybody else.” 

Mostly, however, Girard is not.so much defiant as 
uninterested. He seems a charter member of the some- 
thing-better-will-come-along school of thought. 

For example, when he talked to pPaRADE he had 
been out of work for two months after being laid off 
from a job as handyman in a fertilizer plant in nearby 
Streator. His wife is expecting their first child next 
month. Being Japanese, she has faced one immense 
problem of adjustment after another. Girard chose 
their present $40-a-month apartment in a frank at- 
tempt to save money. 

Yet none of these things seems to ruffle him. When 

he discusses his plight, he is almost breezy. 
* “You can’t be too happy being out of work, but 
it ain't no call to be sad, either,” he says, “Candy anc 
me are doing all right. One day now the jobs will bust 
open, and then all this will change. We'll really be 
able to settle down then. We'll have something com 
ing in, we can have a couple .of kids, maybe even 
house of our own.” | 
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Candy Girard is less cheerful. In halting English, 
she says she is “not happy” that her husband cannot 
seem to locate a job. Girard tries to cheer her, but the 
couple has a language problem. Candy speaks English 
poorly and Girard never has learned much Japanese. 
But Candy’s face speaks volumes. 

In adjusting to a strange land, she has not been 
helped by spending long stretches alone. When not 
playing solitaire, she watches TV Westerns. (She 
likes them, she says, because she doesn’t have to under- 
stand what the characters are saying to know what's 
going on.) Girard explains that he spends long heurs 
on his job-hunting expeditions. Sometimes he does not 
return until late at night. ; 

“I've gone as far as Joliet and Aurora, 60 or 70 
miles, looking for a job,” he adds. “Just about every 
day I go out to look for work. I hit.some of the old 
places again, try some new ones, too. I've got applica- 
tions in at every factory around here.” 

Girard’s car has been both a convenience and a 
handicap. He bought a 6-year-old Pontiac shortly afte? 
his return “when it got too cold to walk around look- 
ing.” He traded it a few months later. Today money 
which might otherwise go for food must be diverted 
to keep the car running. 

In such circumstances, Girard has little time for 
looking either forward or backward — and he is not 
the type, anyway. Girard will not discuss the shooting 
of Mrs. Naka Sakai, which brought him international 
notoriety. Nor will he talk about the fight over his 
trial or the trial itself. “I think about it sometimes,” 
he says, “but I don’t let it worry me. It’s over and 
done with. I'd like to forget it.” 

_When the couple arrived here just before Christ 
mas, things looked hopeful. Girard had saved $250 
in service and they moved in with his brother. “Candy 
liked it fine. She stayed around the house mostly, help- 
ing to clean and wash the dishes and stuff. Evenings 
we'd sit around and watch television. 


Posing stiffly for parape, the Girards may well reflect the strain of their less than easy existence. 
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“Sometimes we'd go out visiting some of my friends 


—the ones I knew before I went into service. Mostly 


we just sat around talking. They all liked Candy, they 
and their wives. The rest of the town was the same 
way. There wasn’t nobody that didn’t stop and talk to 
us.” 

Girard’s first setback came when he tried to find 
work. “It was a bad time to be coming out of the 
Army,” he says. “They were laying people off all 
around.” To make matters worse, he had no trade. He 
has completed only eight years of school and, before 
his enlistment, never held a job more than six weeks. 

“I drove a truck a little in the Army and I could do 
a little mechanical work, but not enough so that | 
could work in a garage,” he says. “So I looked for 
anything.” Finally he was hired at an athletic-equip- 
ment firm here. The job, of a drill press, paid $1.32 
an hour for a 42- or 43-hour week. 

As soon as his first pay check arrived, the couple 
took a four-room furnished apartment at $62.50 a 
month. Staying with Louis was only temporary any- 
way, Girard says now. “Having her own place, Candy 
liked that,” he says. “We were doing what we wanted. 
We could keep up with the bills and all.” 


Another Job, Another Layoff 


On his days off, Girard often went to Streator, 
where he spent much of his childhood and where his 
mother, a hospital attendant, still lives. Ata fertilizer 
plant there, a job was arranged for him “as a sort of 
all-round man.” It paid more — $1.73 an hour, plus 
three or four daily hours of overtime — but it was 
night work and this was difficult for Candy. 

“She never complained,” her husband says. “But we 
didn’t have much social life. Sometimes we could 
spend two or three hours together during the day. But 
a lot of times, she could barely get me up again in 
time to go to work.” | 

Then he was laid off. “It was just a seasonal job 


anyway,” he explains. “But the way I had it figured I 
could work maybe three or four months and then the 
job situation would be better.” This was, as Girard 
admits, a sour guess. He worked about two months 
and the job situation was tighter than ever. 

“I've done some odd jobs here and there — helping 
farmers, working in stores and stuff like that. I tried 
running a small gas station but it didn’t work out. I 
couldn’t get unemployment compensation. My moth- 
er’s been giving me a little when she can, but she 
doesn’t have too much either. I’ve been able to pay 
my rent and I’ve got money to buy food with.” 

Social life, slim before, has dropped to zero. Girard 
has gone on short fishing trips with friends, once leav- 
ing his pregnant wife alone overnight. He never has 
joined any of the veterans’ groups that wens to bat for 
him during the Sakai incident. “I've never met up 
with them and they never come looking for me,” he 
says. 


What About the Future? 


Sometimes on week ends, Girard’s mother will 
spend two days with them. Girard drives to Streator to 
pick her up and takes her home again. She and Candy 
get along smoothly. “A nice Mommy,” Candy calls her. 

Otherwise, Candy has made few friends. With 
pregnancy, lack of funds and her husband's prolonged 
absences, her circle is more and more limited. Several 
neighbors have been kind. One woman, who has a 
6-month-old baby, has been trying to teach the inex- 
perienced girl how to care for an infant. 

“A man in my position,” Girard says, “can’t think 
too much about the future until it gets here. I'd like to 
learn a trade. I'd like to better myself. I'd like to have 
a home of my own one of these days. This baby, I'd 
like to be a boy. Then I'd like to have a little girl.” 

One of the few decorations in the Girards’ drab 
apartment is a framed photograph of the six lawyers 
who defended him at last year’s trial. Does he ever 
think of a return to Japan, the scene of both happiness 
and woe? 

“I've never really thought about it,” he says. “I 
think I'd rather live in the United States.” 

How about Candy? An orphan now, with only a 
brother left behind, does she ever long for Japan? 

“I don’t want to go back,” she says haltingly. “I want 
to see Japanese people — someone I could talk to. 
And I want my husband to have a job. . .” 

“That's all right, honey, I'll speak for both of us,” 
Girard interrupts. He goes on: “She wants pretty 
much what I want. She’s not really too lonesome or 
too worried.” 

Always he returns to one thought: things aren't 
black, they'll work out somehow, The problem right 
now is how to manage the hospital and medical bills 
which the baby will mean. Girard feels something 
will happen to take care of that. 7 

“All I had figured on was getting out of the Army 
and getting a job like any other citizeri would,” he 
says. “I have confidence. I'll get a job. You can say I’m 
not disappointed in anything.” 

And how about Ottawa? Is the town that spoke up 
for one of its sons disappointed in his return to civilian 
life? The town seems not so disappointed as disinter- 
ested. Girard is yesterday's hero, and the town has 
other concerns today. If Bill and Candy Girard have 
problems, it’s up to them to work them out. 

“We're just trying to forget the whole thing,” says 
Girard’s brother Louis, who will not discuss the case 
otherwise. “There's been enough about it. We just 
want it all to die down and be forgotten.” -

MICKEY

HOLLYWOOD. 
Remember the old Andy Hardy movies that 
MGM made from 1938 to 1946? They were 
a series of fabulously successful, low-budget 


films which catapulted a brash, irrepressible, 


talented youngster named Mickey Rooney 
into Hollywood’s No. 1 box office attraction. 

The 15 films which grossed $27,000,000 
are now being shown on TV. In them Lewis 
Stone plays the understanding Judge Hardy 
in the fictional American small town of 
Carvel. Mickey Rooney plays his errant son, 
and Fay. Holden, his wife. Lana Turner, Judy 
Garland, Esther Williams, Donna Reed and 
Kathryn Grayson are all shown at one time 
or another. These stars made their movie 
starts-in the highly popular series. 

The old Andy Hardy movies are making so 
much money on TV that a few months ago 
Mickey Rooney — now ~a balding 38 but 
still just 5 feet tall — decided to start the 
movie series again. His first effort is Andy 
Hardy Comes Home. It stars Mickey's 8-year- 
old son Teddy in the same role that Mickey 
played 20 years ago. 

“Teddy likes show business,” Mickey ex- 
plains of his third son. (He has two other 
sons, Mickey, 12, Timothy, 11.) “Ibmight as 
well give him a break. If he catches on the 
way I did, then he’s got a career for himself.” 


Broke — on $15 Million 


In Andy Hardy Comes Home, Mickey por- 
trays a lawyer, and Teddy, his son. Just be- 
fore the film’s ending, the people of Carvel 
ask Mickey to fill a vacancy on the Bench, so 
Andy Hardy dons a judge’s robes and ap- 
proaches the chair once occupied by the late 
Lewis Stone. The film is calculated to bring 
a tear to the eyes of veteran Andy Hardy fans 
and many a dollar to the Rooney coffers 

Although he’s earned more than $15,000.- 
000 in his lengthy career — it began at the 
age of 15 months — Rooney a few years ago 
was stone broke. The Government was clam- 
oring for back taxes, two of his ex-wives were 
demanding alimony and support payments 
and Hollywood was describing him as passé. 
He was asked to resign from the Lakeside 
Country Club in North Hollywood because of 
“conduct unbecoming a member.” The Acad- 
emy. Awards committee reneged on an invi- 
tation to the annual Awards Dinner because

it was decided “that you are a bad advertise 
ment for the motion-picture industry.” 

In short, Mickey was widely disliked in 
practically every echelon of the motion 
picture business. 

Even when he was on top during the 
1940s, he often was called such things as 
conceited, selfish, argumentative, overbear- 
ing and spoiled. Louis B. Mayer, his boss at 
MGM, once hired private detectives to keep 
him out of trouble and to minimize his nu- 
merous romances. “How can we sell you as 
the typical American boy,” Mayer used to ask, 
“if you're always running around with girls?” 


‘ He Likes ‘em Tall 


Rooney’s answer was, “I sell myself. All 
you have to do is to sell tickets.” And he con- 
tinued to research the Los Angeles night 
clubs on the Sunset Strip. 

Between escapades, Mickey sandwiched in 
marriages and divorces to and from Ava 
Gardner, Betty Jane Rase and Martha Vick- 
ers (the mother of Teddy). Rooney is cur- 
rently married to Elaine Mahnken, a tall, 
statuesque model from whom he announces 
tentative estrangements. His preference for 
tall girls, observers feel, may be rooted in his 
own lack of height. As a youngster, Roone\ 
used to exercise with muscle-builders, neck- 
stretchers, any device that might make him 
taller. | 

Television rescued Mickey's career — par- 
ticularly a Playhouse 90 program in 1957 en 
titled The. Comedian in which he played a 
despicable, sadistic and insecure funnyman. 
The role had previously been rejected b) 
Jackie Gleason, Red Skelton and Milton 
Berle. But Rooney played it so brilliant! 
that Hollywood suddenly decided it had foo! 
ishly been neglecting one of its true talents. 

Soon Mickey was offered leads in Opera 
tion Madball, Baby-Face Nelson and half a 
dozen TV spectaculars. A few weeks ago he 
returned to MGM, the old home studio which 
had let him out in 1948, to make Andy Hard) 
Comes Home. With son Teddy in tow, his 
conduct was exemplary. He was polite, 
friendly and humorously charming to ever\ 
one during the production. 

An MGM gateman who remembered the 
loud, brassy Mickey of old, was pleasantly 
surprised. “From now on,” he cracked, 
hope Mickey makes every picture with his 
son. That little guy sure keeps his old man 
in line.” | cs

PASADENA, CALIF. 
“I never brought my friends home. I was al- 
ways afraid my dad would walk in — drunk. 
I resented him something horrible. I began 
mixing with the wrong kind of kids. I didn’t 
care. I was in one big, sloppy rut. . .” 

A pert, bright-eyed 16-year-old girl said 
that one recent evening here. As she spoke, 
other teenagers nodded agreement. And soon 
they were chiming in: 

“Both my parents drank and it made me 
feel sort of helpless”... “Dad’s drinking 
reached a point where he was only half- 
there”. . . “After a while, I got to hating my 
dad because he drank so much.” 

These youngsters belong to a unique or- 
ganization called Alateens. Its purpose: to 
“talk out” and help solve the problems of 
teenagers whose fathers and/or mothers are 
alcoholics. 

Those problems arise from the special im- 
pact of alcoholism on family life. The heavy

drinker is hard enough on himself and his 
spouse, but to his child he can be almost too 
much to bear. Love is distorted, blurred, 
stifled. The child sees arguments, threats. 
recriminations, even blows. He himself is the 
target of everything from weepy affection to 
icy rejection. 

Such things leave deep scars. They make 
normal growth difficult if not impossible. 
They affect the child's relationship with 
friends, schoolmates, teachers — and, above 
all, himself. Hence a corollary: the disease 
of alcoholism in a parent breeds the disease 
of disturbed emotions in a child. 

Teenagers themselves started Alateens 
here in 1956. The idea caught on quickly. 
Today there are at least eight Alateens chap- 
ters in the Los Angeles area alone and dozens 
of others dotted about the U.S. and Canada. 

Alateens functions under the wing of the 
Al-Anon Family Group, made up of relatives 
and friends of alcoholics. (Many of the latter 
are active members of Alcoholics Anony 
mous.) Alateens chapters meet weekly in

MY LIFE WITH 


His wife tells the warm and wonderful story of 


One of baseball's all-time great hitters, Stan 
Musial this season twice made inspiring 
news. First, he made the 3,000th hit of his 


‘career, becoming only the eighth man in base- 


ball history to get that many. Second, he 
donated a house to a couple in gratitude for 
help they had given him early in his career. 
In this article his wife, the former Lillian 
Labash, gives a personal “close-up” of the 
St. Louis Cardinals’ $100,000-a-year slugger 
— one of the most famous men on the dia- 
mond but one of the least known off it. 


g ye FIRST TIME I saw him, he was a 


gangling 14-year-old standing on the | 


pitcher’s mound at Palmer Park in Donora, 
Pa. My father had taken me, only 14 myself, 
to see a local team play. As we walked to our 
seats, someone said: “Look at.that Polish kid 
pitch.” I looked, saw Stanley Musial on a 
baseball field with men in their 20s and 30s, 
and thought he was such an amazing boy. 

I first dated Stan that winter. I didn’t know 
his name — he was still “that Polish kid” 
—~- but I saw him play ~-basketball for the 
high-school team and I thought to myself 
how nice he looked in his uniform. (I still 
kid Stan that I fell in love with his legs.) 
After the game my sister Ann, her date and 
I went to a skating rink. Stan was there. | 
asked Ann's date who the handsome fellow 
was — and he teased us both into making a 
date. 

The following year we began going steady. 
Sometimes Stan would infuriate me by being

late for dates. He’d watch ball games or other 
sports events while I'd sit home stewing. But 
other times he'd be late because he’d stopped 
te attend Sunday-afternoon benediction at 
the church — and how could I be mad at 
him then? 

E¥en as a boy Stan was the type that keeps 
busy, working after school to help out his 
family. He earned enough to buy all his own 
clothes. Though he didn’t have a lot of suits, 
he was always neat as a pin when we went 
out on a date. 

My father owned a grocery store and Stan 
would come down there to. meet me and 
occasionally help my dad. When he did, he'd 
gulp down a quart of milk and pack away 
slices of luncheon meat. Watching him, I'd 
laugh and say, “You know why you go out 
with me? Because my father owns a grocery 
store.” 


First a Pitcher... 
He played baseball every chance he got. 


He was delighted to become water Boy for 


the local zinc works team. During one game 
they ran out of pitchers so the manager told 
Stan to go in. Stan went — and became one 
of the team’s best pitchers. 

He was also a fine basketball player, so 
good that he got a scholarship offer from a 
Pittsburgh college. His father and mother 
were anxious that he take the scholarship and 
get a college education. His high-school coach 
suggested that I try to talk him into it. But I 
felt then — and still do — that Stan should

make the decisions for us. And Stan, in decid- 
ing to sign a contract to play baseball with 
the Cardinal organization, obviously made 
the right choice. 

During the 1938 and 1939 seasons he 
played for the Williamson, W. Va., class D 
team — the lowest class in baseball. He came 
back to Donora during the off-seasons to fin- 
ish up at high school. (1 “stood in” for him 
at his graduation in June, 1939.) 

We missed each other during those two 
summers. When he came back after the '39 
scason, I think we just proposed to each other. 
| don’t remember what we said —- people in 
love don't have to worry about language. Any- 
way, on November 21, 1939 — Stan’s 19th 
birthday —- we were married. 

In 1940 Stan was promoted to the Daytona 
Beach, Fla., team. The manager of the team 
was Dick Kerr, the former Chicago White 
Sox star. He and his wife “Pep” were two 
wonderful people who took a personal inter- 
est in every one of the players. But since I 
was the only other wife with the team, the 
Kerrs invited Stan and me to share their 
home. They sort of babied us, being a young 
couple — something they had done before, 
we learned, for at least a dozen other base- 
ball couples. 

Dick helped Stan with his pitching and 
“Pep” helped me with our first baby. I guess 
you can understand why we named the baby 
Dick, and why Stan and I decided this year 


to present the Kerrs with a house in Houston, 
Tex.

Playing in the outfield — being a good 
hitter, he played there when not pitching — 
Stan fell on his shoulder near the end of the 
1940 season, causing his pitching arm to go 
lame. During spring training in 1941 it was 
clear he was washed up as a pitcher, perhaps 
as a player. 


... Then an Outfielder 


Stan wasn't discouraged — he’s a peren- 
nial optimist. And he felt that if he couldn't 
make the big leagues as a pitcher, he’d make 
it as an outfielder. When the Cardinals sent 
him to the Springfield, Mo., team as an out- 
fielder, he did very well, hitting .379. And 
in mid-season we got a wonderful gyrprise: 
the Cardinals promoted him to their Roch- 
ester, N.Y., team — a triple-A club! 

On the train we were so excited we talked 
all the way. I remember Stan saying to me: 
“It looks now like all our baseball ambitions 
are coming true.” 

Stan finished the 1941 season with Roch- 
ester, hitting a fine .326. He arrived home 
in Donora on a Sunday, went to Mass, then 
flopped into bed. While he was sleeping, a 
telegram came. I woke him up and gave it to 
him. Knowing the National League race was 
still on, I said: “I bet the Cardinals want you 
to report.” And they did. 

Stan hit .426 in 10 games with the Cardi- 
nals as they came close to winning the 1941 
pennant from the Dodgers. And in 1942, 
with Stan hitting .315, the Cards won the 
pennant and the World Series.

And so we were in the big leagues 
for good. We had spent only a small 
part of our lives in the minor leagues, 
just three years, but it was a wonderful 
experience I wouldn’t have missed for 
anything.

Stan and Dick have been a perfect 
father and son.

We watched Dick play high-school 
football every fall.

If you ever shake 
hands with Stan, be careful. He’s a 
practical joker and may have a buzzer 
in his palm. 

He has always got to be busy. He 
takes a great interest in our house in 
St. Louis Hills, making sure that every- 
thing is just right, from the shrubbery 
in the garden to the paneling in the 
recreation room. 

Whenever he has some free time, 
Stan loves to try his hand at photog- 
raphy, shooting both still and motion 
pictures. He also occasionally fools 
around at the piano, playing a duet — 
strictly by ear— with one of our 
daughters. 

Since he has to keep his mind occu- 
pied, Stan won't retire to any rocking 
chair when he quits as a player. He'll 
either take a position with the Cardi- 
nals or else devote himself full time to 
his businesses.

A new look for jt 


Paris’ famed Eiffel Tower, still Europe’s 
No. 1 tourist attraction, changes its hat 


by CURT L. HEYMANN 


| PARIS. 
Like the French nation, the Eiffel 
Tower, Paris’ most famous landmark, 
has something new at the top (see 
photo, right). Its silhouette no longer 
matches those souvenir bronze paper- 
weights GI’s brought home in handfuls 
in 1945. But — again like France — 
the “Great Lady of Paris,” now 69 years 
old, seems to shake off alterations and 
go right on with business. 

What happened to the tower is this: 
in January 1956 a fire broke out on the 
top level and destroyed radio and TV 
installations there. A major remodeling 
and repair job was necessary. 

Last summer, startled tourists and 
tradition-loving Parisians noted wor- 
riedly that the city’s great landmark 
had been decapitated. The 8 1-foot-high 
superstructure had been shorn off and 
the tower looked headless. 

But now, the job complete, the tower 
has a new bonnet plus a new 25-foot 
streamlined mast, raising its height 
from 984 to 1,009 feet. The repairs 
took two years and cost close to 
$1,000,000. The company which owns 
the tower figures it was worthwhile for 
Europe’s loftiest structure, the fourth 
tallest on earth, behind a Roswell, 
N.M., TV tower and New York's 
Chrysler and Empire State Buildings. 

The tower also clings to its record 
as Europe's No. 1 tourist attraction. 
Each year since World War II it has 
alrawn more than 1,000;000 visitors. 
In 1953 it welcomed No. 25,000,000 
(a football player from Lille, Who won 
an auto) and this year expects No. 
30,000,000. 


One Tower: $1,560,000 


Since it was built for Paris’ Interna- 
tional Exposition of 1889, the tower 
always has made news. Construction, 
the books say, cost 7,799,401 francs 
— at the time, about $1,560;000. The 
price was extremely low despite the fact 
that engineer Gustave Eiffel paid his 
workers “the highest wages then on 
record” —- 80 cents a day. 

Contrary to tourist belief, the tower 
is not owned by the government, but 
by a private corporation. Money for its 
construction was raised by public sub- 
scription, including a donation from 
the City of Paris. Admission fees the 
first year paid almost the whole con- 


struction bill and the tower never has 
been in the red since. 

The national government does pay a 
rent — undisclosed — for use of the 
tower's cockpit, which houses a weather 
station, signal post and beacon and re- 
portedly a radar station, in addition 
to radio and TV transmitters. And a 
French auto firm, in pre-war days, paid 
for use of the tower for advertising. 
Moving electric signs and a lighted 
clock illuminated the tower at night. 
The lighting was a war casualty, but 
this year it is on again. 

The tower has figured in many a 
movie plot. Its skeleton turns up in 
paintings of Utrillo, Chagall and Dufy. 
Novelists, dramatists and scenario writ- 
ers have used it for tales of romance, 
murder and espionage. The tower also 
has had its share of real-life romance, 
adventure and tragedy. The current 
suicide toll stands at 35. 


The-Poor Tired Elephant 


And the tower also has figured in 
countless publicity stunts. In 1924, a 
man calling himself “Mayor of the Re- 
public of Montmartre” tried for public 
recognition by riding a bicycle down 
the 356 steps from the first landing. 
Later someone tried to persuade the 
Paris Zoo's oldest elephant, Marie, to 
climb the same steps. She collapsed and 
died of exhaustion. 

In the early days of flying, the tower 
was a favorite jumping-off place. At 
least two men were killed testing out 
home-made flying machines. In 1926, 
aviator Leon Collot tried to fly through 
the four feet that form the tower’s base. 
The plane’s aerial touched a girder and 
the plane caught fire. 

There were those who considered 
the tower a tragedy from the first. 
Eiffel, an engineer who had built canal 
locks, viaducts, bridges and the-frame- 
work for the Statue of Liberty, kicked 
up a hornet’s nest when he proposed 
the idea. Critics — mostly artists, writ- 
ers and intellectuals — called him a 
“machine constructor” and his tower a 
dishonor to Paris, a disgrace, a mon- 
strosity, a chandelier, a torch turned 
upside down. | 

Eiffel rode out the storm — he died 
in 1923, at 91 one of France’s most 
honored men — and on May 6, 1889, 
French President Carnot and the Brit- 
ish Prince of Wales, later King Edward 
VII, opened the tower with a great dis-

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broken, he said. Wouldn't Der Fuehrer 
walk the 1,710 steps? Hitler decided 
he didn’t want to see the top that badly. 

The elevators, which have not been 
replaced since 1889, still are the sub- 
ject of bitter remarks. They are hy- 
draulically operated and, on winter 
nights, the water tanks must be emp- 
tied and refilled again in the morning. 
This was quite a problem during the 
1956 fire, which broke out at 6 a.m.

Let’s talk: Betty Jackson, 13, Columbus, Ga., writes: 
“Shyness is my worst problem. This may not seem 
much to you, but it bothers me something awful.” 
Shyness does bother me. It bothers everyone at 
times. Perhaps it bothers teens more than other people, 
though, because teens are doing so many things—and 
meeting so many people—for the first time. This is 
especially true in summer, when you are vacationing, 
maybe traveling, when you are apt to meet strangers, 
and have to make your own way in strange places. 


Barbara Barnhill, 13, Miami, Fla:, says, “Why, last 


summer I couldn’t even return empty soft-drink bottles 
for the refund, I was so shy.” . 

Charles Brown, 15, Sunnyside, Wash., writes, “I 
like girls, but I'm bashful.

To get some concrete suggestions on how to “out- 
grow” shyness, I talked with Nancy Ross, Beth Myers, 
Joy Foster, Robert Scott, Alan Fletcher and James 
Clarke, all Greensville, S.C., senior-high students. 
Here are their suggestions: 

1) If you’re on a date, remember the other person 
may be shyer than you are. The best way to forget 
yourself is to go all out to put the other person at ease. 


The trick is that in thinking of others you forget your- 
self. 

2.) Have something up your sleeve to start the con- 
versation going. Turn on the radio. Talk about the 
music. Talk about where you're going. Ask what the 
other person has been doing lately. 

3) Keep a notebook. Make notes of interesting 
things to talk about. A good joke can break the ice. 

4) Don't be afraid not to know everything. It’s 
very flattering to another person to ask his opinion 
about something.
